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PROGRESS OF THE TARIFF. 


Saturday morning, 3 o'clock, 

Ir was fully expected that last night the whole of the remain- 
ing articles of the tariff would have passed through the committee. 
The discussions, however, were more protracted than was anti- 
cipated, and in consequence a portion are still left to be discussed. 
We understand, that in consequence of this unexpected delay, 
it is proposed to continue in committee on Monday nignt 
to conclude them, in order that the various reso- 
lutions may be reported to the house as early as 
possible, and the necessary order issued by the Govern- 
ment for the delivery of the goods at the new duties :—which at 
soonest cannot now take aloes before Tuesday or Wednesday next. 
Orders were issued on Thursday morning for the delivery of 
maize, buckwheat, and rice, at the nominal duty. 

In consequence of this arrangement the second reading of 
the Corn Bill, fixed for Monday, will be postponed till Tuesday, 
when members having notices for that night will give way in order 
to prevent delay. 





THE OREGON DISPUTE, 

Private letters state, with some confidence, that Mr Polk has 
submitted a modified offer to Mr Pakenham for the settlement of 
this disputed territory, to the effect that our boundary shall be 
fixed by the 49th degree to the coast, but that the whole of Van- 
couver’s island, both north and south of that line, shall be ceded 
to England, as well as the right of free navigation, for twenty 
years. The offer made by the American government, in 1826, 
was the 49th degree to the coast, and then crossing the straits 
at that point, and continuing the same line through Vancou- 
ver's island, thus dividing it between the two countries, but with 
the free navigation of the Columbia, without limit of time. The 
offer made by Mr. Polk last year, was the 49th degree, as _ pro- 
posed in 1826, without a right to the navigation of the Colum- 
bia at all. The present rumoured offer therefore is more than 
that of 1826, inasmuch as it gives us the whole of Vancouver's 
island instead of only a part; but it is less than that offer inas- 
much as it confines the free navigation of the Columbia to twenty 
years. It is, however, more than the last offer made by Mr. 
Polk, inasmuch as it both gives up the whole of the Vancouver's 
island, and the right of free navigation of the river for twenty 
years. This rumour was credited by many well-informed persons, 
and it was further believed that Mr. Pakenham’s instructions 
would enable him to accede to it. But whether this be so or not, if 
this offer has been made, it at least shows the disposition still to 
negotiate.

the purpose of dedi into the state of Ireland, and propos- 
ing remedial measures. It is impossible to conceive, after 
the course pursued by the noble lord throughout the pre- 
sent discussions—after the careful way in which he has avoided, 
even when a vindication of his own opinions would have led him 
to take another ‘course, any step which could place the free 
trade proposals of the Government in jeopardy, that in giv- 
ing this notice, and in bringing on such a motion, before the 
present measures are passed through both Houses, he con- 
templates the possibility of such a course endangering those 
measures, Nevertheless, it must be acknowledged that it is difficult 
to conceive how such a consequence can be avoided ; and we are 
bound to say that it is regarded in that light by a large and influ- 
ential portion of the noble lord’s supporters in Parliament. We 
are quite aware that the noble lord has said that his motion 
shall not interfere with the measures of Government; and no one 
can doubt his sincerity of intention, that it shall not. But 
it cannot be overlooked, that though this measure may pass 
the House ef Commons safely before the 26th, yet that a discus- 
sion there, which practically and really involves a vote of censure 
on the Government, must be prejudicial to the discussion of 
the Corn Bill in the House of Lords. There can be no question 
that the discussion of that bill will continue longer in the House 
of Lords than any discussion which will arise on Lord John 
Russell's motion. In the first place the prospect of such a dis- 
evssion will give confidence to doubting and wavering peers, 
and decide them in favour of opposition, instead of compliance. 
In the next place, we have to consider the result of the division 
on the Noble Lord's motion. ‘The Protectionists in the House of 
Commons are, above all things, in favour of a dissolution, not 
alone for the result which might follow to support their prin- 
ciples. The motion of the Noble Lord is precisely that which 
will enable them to express their want of confidence in the Go- 
vernment, and, moreover, after all the professions they made last 
night about the condition of Ireland, it seems one for which they 
could not only vote, but are bound to support. It is in vain to 
say that Lord John may express such motives for going into 
committee as they cannot agree with, but still they will vote for 
the committee, reserving to themselves the course they will take, 
and the measures they may recommend and support when there. 
Well, then, suppose the Ministers in a minority; even though Sir 
Robert Peel would consider it his duty to continue in office until his 
measures were through the House of Lords, can it be believed that 
the Corn Bill proposed and supported in that house by the mem- 
bers of a defeated government, would be reccommended to their 
lordships with the same influence as it would otherwise be. It 
may be, however, that Lord John may extract from the members 
of the Government an avowal of their intentions towards Ireland, 
that may so far be satisfactory as to induce him not to go toa 
division ; and so avoid the chance of their defeat. But even in 
that case, the notice itself, and more especially the discussion, 
will we fear, underany circumstances, tend to embarrass the govern- 
ment, and perhaps delay their measure. 

We believe, however, that we may safely say, that it is the 
determination of a large portion of the liberal party to give no 
vote, whatever may be its object, which they believe can in any 
degree weaken the Government, until these commercial reforms 
shall have received the royal assent. 

We are not insensible to the evils and misfortunes under 


which Ireland labours, but we believe one of the best and 


quickest cures for them will be the passing of these measures, 
and their ulterior consequences ; therefore, even on account of 


the sufferings of Ireland, we would allow every question to re- 


main in suspense till the Tariff and Corn Bill are safe. 


TRADE OF THE PAST AND PRESENT YEAR, 
We this day present to our readers a double Supplement, 
containing the completion for the year of the offic ial tables-of 
trade and navigation, which we have given for each mouth as 
the year advanced. These tables we accompany with a gén 
review of the trade of the year, and of each article a ky 
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chandise of importance, combining official with mercantil 
accounts and observations; and extending in all over thirteen 
pages of the Economist. 

The general result of these accounts show that the commerce 
of the country in 1845 far exceeded that of any other year on 
record, not even excepting 1844. The consumption of all the 
great articles of importation has considerably increased ; and the 
amount of our exports, though not much in excess of 1844, 
shows a great increase on previous years. Our foreign shipping 
shows an increase of no less than 792,254 tons inward, and 
629,131 tons outward, even when compared with the trade 
of 1844. 

The comparison which these tables furnish for the last three 
years of the quantities of the chief articles of trade consumed 
in each year is as follows:—

Such are the general outlines of the results furnished by these 
annual accounts—results which have fully confirmed the hopes 
entertained at the beginning of last year. In summing up the 
prospects then before us, there appeared an unusual combination 
of circumstances to contribute to prosperity, withoutany one impor- 
tant disturbing element. We regret thatit is not now im our power 
to congratulate the country on similar prospects. 

Abroad, as well as at home, there are many circumstances 
which cannot fail to exercise an injurious effect upon our general 
trade, and upon the employment of at least some portion of our 
people. 

In the first place, the failure of the last harvest, and the conse- 
quent high prices of provisions throughout Europe, have already 
been found to exercise a most injurious effect upon the consump- 
tion of all other articles. Upon those continental markets we are 
dependent for the consumption of between forty and fifty per cent 
of our whole exports. In 1844, out of the entire amount of 
£58,584,292, which our exports reached, our continental trade 
took no less than to the value of £25,621,185. Of cotton goods 
and yarn alone, our exports to the continent are equal to 
£12,000,000 a year—being nearly one-half of the whole of our 
foreign trade in those goods. It is impossible, then, that any 
| material cause of depression should exist in those countries, with- 
| out being immediately and injuriously felt in our manufacturing 
| districts. If, then, we look to our great markets in the East, the 

prospects are not much more promising. In British India, the 
| enormous expenditure which must attend the war into which we 
| have entered, has already cut off-from that branch of our com- 
merce a considerable portion of its pecuniary dependence. 
In China, the same complaint still exists, and even in a 
more aggravated form of the inadequacy of returns for 
our shipments; and the heavy losses now being sustained 
on the limited imports from that market, being in reality a reduc- 
tion of the profits apparently made on our exports, wil! at 
least offer no inducement to extend transactions to that market. 
Again, in the important markets of South America, our prospects 
| are by no means more encouraging. The war which has so long 
interrupted our trade in the La Plata, still continues. Our rela- 
tions with Brazil are more unsatisfactory than ever, with no 
chance whatever of an improvement as long as we pursue our 
present policy. We say it, on the best possible authority, that 
no treaty either of amity or commerce will be concluded with that 
government as long as we persist in maintaining the Act passed 
at the close of last session, assuming for our Courts of Admiralty 
a jurisdiction over Brazilian subjects and ships, and as long as we 
persist in the exclusion of their sugar. Again: those mar- 
kets are so dependent upon the continent of Europe for the con- 
sumption of their produce, that they cannot but be affected by 
the depression which, less or more, is felt in every continental 
country. The United States and British America alone offer to 
us at present any good prospect of an increased trade. The for- 
mer market will, however, be in some measure unfavourably 
affected by the greater or lesser probability of hostilities. At 
present we are not disposed to consider that an important element 
in the business of this year. The probability of a modification in 
their tariff, of which we elsewhere give an outline, appears to us 
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a full set-off against that risk. The great demand for American 
produce, for European consumption, cannot fail to induce a larger 
import of goods in return; and this being generally their cheapest 
market, we may reasonably expect an increase of our exports to 
that quarter. 

The activity and prospects in the British American timber trade, 
must, if not suspended by the deferred operations of the new pro- 
posed timber duties, lead to an increase of our exports in that quarter, 

Turning from vur foreign to our home markets, we find matters 
little more encouraging. Irelandis a large market for the manu- 
factures of England, and the failure of their potato crop and the 
high price of food must materially reduce their demand, not only 
for clothing but also for other articles of consumption. All these 
causes acting together, cannot but diminish demand in our manu- 
facturing districts, and the employment of large classes of our 
own people, which diminished employment must again act preju- 
dicially upon our own internal consumption. But the circum- 
stance at home, which in our estimation most threatens to inter- 
fere with our recent prosperity, is the disturbance which has 
already been created in the capital of the country, for the present 
and future construction of railways, and which every day, for an 
indefinite period, must rather aggravate than ameliorate. This is 
by far the most alarming feature in our future prospects, and one 
which we freely admit it is extremely difficult to deal with. The 
rapid conversion of the floating capital now available for the 
trade of the country into fixed capital in railways, and that for a 
considerable period, entirely unproductive even of interest, must 
cause its abstraction from other pursuits to an extent which we 
frankly own to be the subject of the greatest solicitude. We 
think there can be no doubt that the inconvenience recently ex- 
perienced in all branches of commerce, even with regard to money 
matters, has been greatly aggravated by the suspension of trans- 
actions since the proposed changes in the tariff were known. 
And it is to be expected that a favourable reaction will take 
piace, as soon as these measures have been so far passed as to 
enable business to be resumed at the new rates of duty, which we 
hope may be the case before this reaches our readers. For some 
time, at least, an unusual activity may be expected, while ex- 
hausted stocks are being replenished, and provision made for the 
spring trade. 

We must not, however, lose sight of the fact, that at this time 
we are committed to an expenditure of capital to the amount of 
nearly seventy millions for the construction of railways, indepen- 
dent of the numerous schemes now be!ore Parliament ;—that an 
absorption of capital in this one channel is at this moment going 
on at the rate of little less than évo millions in each month :—all of 
which must remain unproductive for a considerable time to come. 
That a large portion of the schemes at present before Parliament 
will pass in the course of the session, there appears little doubt. 
The struggle then which will take place among all these under- 
takings, to obtain the requisite capital to carry them into opera- 
tion,—the attempts to raise by loan, a portion of their capital, and 
the repeated calls, month after month, from the shareholders, 
who, having embarked so much, will make the greatest efforts to 
continue their payments to avoid the sacrifice of those already 
made ;—all these circumstances present an amount of future em- 
barrassment, which we own it difficult to see the end of. 

Suppose that for three years consecutively we received no re- 
turns for one-half of our exports, what would be the consequence ? 
We all know what effect was produced, in 1837, by the interrup- 
tion to the regular returns for the credits given to the United 
States. The abstraction of floating capital from other purposes, 
for the construction of railways now in prosecution, will be about 
equal in amount to the half of our exports in three years. But 
then the common reply is, that the one is expended in the coun- 
try—the other out. Such is not the case. Ifone man manufac- 
tures goods to the amount of one hundred thousand pounds, the 
whole of their cost is in the first instance expended in wages and 
in other ways in the country; if he exports those goods, and his 
capital is not replaced by remittances, it is so much entirely ab- 
stracted from the available capital of the country, notwithstand- 
ing their whole cost went in the payment of wages and otherwise. 
So, precisely, if another man expends a similar sum in the con- 
struction of a railway, the whole money is expended in wages and 
materials in the country, but the capital itself is never replaced 
to the country. The most that can be said, even after it is pay- 
ing a good dividend, is, that so much floating capital has been 
converted into so much fixed capital. The same, however, might 
be said if the manufactured goods which had been exported were 
sold in Brazil, and the money invested there in a mine, yielding a 
revenue to its owner in England. As regards the effect upon the 
available capital of the country, there is not the slightest difference 
between making a railway at home, or exporting manufactured 
goods, selling them in a foreign country, and there investing the 
money in some security bearing interest to the owner at 
home. 

There can, therefore, be no doubt that capital must become 
scarce, and the rate of interest higher during a considerable period 
to come; and that the general trade of the country must feel 
the inconvenience which must necessarily attend such circum- 
stances. There is every reason to believe that imports gene- 
rally will be received on a considerable scale during the year, 
and therefore the circumstances to which we have adverted, will 
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probably be felt rather in producing low and unremunerating 
prices than in any very great diminution of the extent of the 
trade. 

The present measures which are before Parliament, will, no 
doubt, lay the foundation for great future prosperity, and they 
will have an important effect, even in the present year, in 
assisting to avert other obvious dangers to which we are ex- 
posed; but we must not expect their full benefits for some time 


to come, 


MR D'ISRAELI ON TRADE, 


| We were somewhat amused, as we suppose all those were who un- 
derstand the subject, with Mr D'Israeli’s would-be profound remarks, 
in his otherwise able speech, on the great importation of corn to be 
paid for by bills. The hon, member is reported to have said :— 

“*Tf you fight hostile tariffs by open ports, what consequences do you antici- 
pate?” Let us see, for a moment, what consequences may be anticipated? I 
will take the case of the Baltic. How do you expect to manage, supposing the 
balance of trade, in consequence of the importation of corn from the Baltic, to 
be against you, as it probably may be, to the extent of some five millions ? 
‘Oh! some gentlemen opposite will say, ‘we manage these things easily enough. 
We shall buy bills, and so forth, and we shall pay as we always do in such cases.’ 
Well, you have got to pay Russia five millions, and you buy bills in Brazil, New 
York, and other places to that amount. But you have already supplied the 
Brazilians and the Americans with as much of your goods as they can naturally 
take, and tf you sell them more, you must sell ata great sacrifice, (‘ Hevr, anda 
laugh.) If you sell at a sacrifice you must, of course, reduce your profits. If you 
reduce profits you must reduce wages. (Agricultural cheers.) Well, but the sys- 
tem of the right hon. baronct is a comprehensive system; this action of forced 
sales will consequently be going on, not in one market, but in six or seven mar- 





kets ; and how will you be prepared to meet the effects of the general depression 
in the prices of your goods, which must be the necessary consequence ? (Hear, 
hear.) That is a} oint, remember, which you must meet. (Hear, hear.) And, 


to follow up the argument, if you no longer obtain high prices for your goods, 
how are you to command the distribution of the precious metals, which is now 
your main strength in the markets of the world ?” 

Who is meant by the pronoun you in this passage we do not exactly 
understand. It could scarcely be the ministers or the Ilouse of 
Commons, for they are not buyers and sellers, and leave the balance of 
exchanges and of trade to be ruled by the Rothschilds of London and 
the Browns of Liverpool. It is a kind of bold impersonation of some 
non-existing dealer. ‘lhe substantial part of the argument, however, 
as we are willing to interpret it, is not that you the ministers or 
the louse of Commons, or you the combined legislature, but you the 
merchants of England will buy and sell at a loss when the corn law 
is abolished—you (the merchants) will make sacrifices by increasing 
your trade, you will reduce profits, and, by extending your trans- 
actions, must of course reduce wages. On that statement, which 
naiurally excited great laughter in those who immediately trans- 
lated the “you” into its only possible meaning, the merchants of 
England, the hon. member founds his belief that the abolition of 
the corn laws will reduce wages, and what is worse, what is for 
Mr D'Israecli really melancholy, the hon. member gave his vote to 
prevent the merchants from lowering wages, making sacrifices, and 
reducing profits, by extending their transactions. 

We are afraid, however, that this acute gentleman forgot for 
the moment, like many other politicians, that commerce is not 
national, but individual; that the nation in its corporate capacity— 
that the government carries on no trade; that trade is carried on 
by individuals exclusively for their own advantage, and is not, in 
the political sense of the word, in any degree national. Of course, 
therefore, Mr D'fsraeli’s supposition of merchants making sacrifices, 
on which his whole argument rests, has no foundation in actual 
life. Individual merchants are now and then guilty of a false specu- 
lation, and lose where they expected to gain; but to assume that 
all merchants will make sacrifices and incur losses, and therefore 
reduce profits and wages, and on that assumption to make a law, 
is—we can use no softer language—an unmitigated absurdity. Of 
course every merchant takes into his calculation his means of paying 
for what he orders to be imported. He will not order corn from 
Russia or the Baltic, if he has to buy bills to pay for it, at such a 
premium as to make his speculation a loss, and consequently the cir- 
cumstance of our merchants being obliged to force asale of more 
gocds in the Brazils or in the United States, in order to find the 
means of paying Russia five millions, never can arise. The whole 
argument is more completely a fable than any one of Mr D’Israeli’'s 
own novels, Whatever may be the case with some gentlemen, en- 
dowed with exclusive privileges, who never think of the means of 
providing for their expenditure, Mr D'Israeli may safely trust the 
merchants not to order more corn than they can pay for, and not to 
import any except at a profit. Mr D'Israeli wisely gives up as un- 
tenable the bucolic argument that land will go out of cultivation from 
the repeal of the corn-laws ; but surely his own argument, that mer- 
chants will, if they have free trade, injure themselves and the pub- 
lic, is rather more preposterous than the dullest argument of his 
agricultural friends. 

“Merchants,” as Adam Smith says, “do not intend the public 
welfare, but by pursuing their own interest they frequently promote 
that of society more effectually than those who intend to promote 
it.” They always expect to make a profit by their transactions, and 
their profit tends to enrich the nation. They only can judge when 
a profit is likely to be made. That is aS much their business as 
making clothes is the business of the tailor, or ploughing the ground 
and sowing it is the business of the farmer; and it is just as un- 
warrant ble in the legislature to interfere with the business of the 
merchant, whether he buy corn or hides, as with the business of the 
tailor or the farmer. He will no more buy from a Russian or sell to 
a Brazilian at a loss, than he will buy or sell at a loss with a man of 
Kent or aman of Norfolk. Onevery transaction, whether it be with a 
Russian or with a Londoner, he expects a profit, and the legislature has 
no more right, on the miserable pretext that he is dealing with a 
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Frenchman or a Swede, to prevent him making that profit then 
if he were dealing with one of his own countrymen. All the mer- 
cantile classes, all the manufacturing classes, have assured the 
D' Israelis of Parliament, month after month, and year after year, 
that they could make a profit by transacting business with Russian 
and North American corn growers. To all such assurances our legis- 
lators have been deaf, and have, on grounds no more tenable than 
those assumed by Mr D'lIsraeli, persisted in preventing our mer- 
chants and manufacturers from alien that profit, Anything more 
arbitrary and more unjust, though clothed with the forms of parlia- 
mentary deliberation—and after reading Mr D'Israeli’s defence of it, 
we are bound to say, more absurd—is not to be found in the history 
of Russia or Turkey. It may be paralleled in the history of Spain 
and her colonies. The former, for the supposed behoof of the Cas- 
tilians, forbad the latter to cultivate the vine and the olive. 








THE BREAKING UP OF THE UNITED MINORITY. 
Tue honourable gentlemen who composed Sir Robert Peel’s oppo- 
sition have not disappointed the expectations we expressed last 
week :— 

“ The experience of the last and few previous nights,” said the Times on Tues- 
day, “sufficiently establishes the fact that there no longer exists a protectionist 
party. It is broken up—it has no organisation—no common understanding —no 
leader. Mr Miles is no more a leader than a thirty-six pounder or a baggage 
waggon is a commander-in-chief.”. “‘ He can claim no allegiance, and discovers 
too late for his honour that country gentlemen after all have a little more sense 
and self respect, than to exhibit themselves to the world, and to future ages, in a 
miserable question of buck-wheat, maize, and rice.” “ The very name of party 
is disgraced by such futile accomplishments. The disgrace is reflected on every 
member of the aimless, faltering host. Every one who fights, or rather who 
flees, under their flickering, fugitive, jack-o’-lantern standard, shares in its ob- 
loquy.” 

‘The minority, instead of opposing every partof|Sir RobertPeel's plan, 
questioning every article of his tariff,raising a debate and going to a di- 
vision on every diminution of “protection to native industry,” as might 
have been expected from the fierce manner in which they denounced his 
treachery, his want of principle, and want of morality, have humbly and 
quietly acquiesced in every change, and on Monday carried the tariff 
at once, almost by acclamation, through its first stage. Mr Miles did 
say a few words against the introduction of maize, which is, how- 
ever, required as a means of feeding cattle by a great number 
of the protectionists themselves; but the only scrious attempt 
to amend the tariff was made by Mr Ewart, with a view of allowing 
foreign books to be freely imported. ‘lhe substantial interests of the 
farmer, who can sell nothing comparatively—as was explained on 
Friday week by Colonel Wood, a steady protectionist through a 
long life, and now converted to a free trader--of the merchant, 
who will buy nothing which he can avoid buying, while this 
great alteration in our commercial code is suspended — the 
material interests of all the business and industrious classes 
of the empire, periled and damaged by every day’s delay in com- 
pleting the new law, forbid the hon. gentlemen the indulgence of 
their spleen. However sore the united minority may feel at the 
conduct of the author of the tariff, they dare not allow their petty 
personal irritation to injure those interests by further interfering 
with its progress, and they are compelled, though they sometimes 
speak contemptuously of trade, to forego all further resistanee to a 
measure which is to confer on it freedom and extension. It is plain 
that general considerations of the public welfare, well orill understood, 
now much strengthened by the late self-sacrifice of politicians of all 
parties, must henceforth more than ever before influence the conduct 
of statesmen. Our conviction, founded on this principle, that the 
minority cannot hold together, is strengthened by their recent pro- 
ceedings ; and we repeat, that at this period of political investigation, 
their union, mainly formed from personal feelings and personal con- 
siderations connected with the conduct of Sir Robert Peel, can have 
no durable coherence and can exercise no efficient influence over 
public affairs. 

We are not quite sure that Sir Robert Peel may not have expe- 
rienced more opposition from his friends than he anticipated. He 
must be led like a police magistrate, or a thieves’ attorney, to form an 
unfavourable opinion of human nature from those phases of it which 
come more immediately under his cognizance. On all former oeca- 
sions he has found the bulk of hie party always ready to dance as he 
piped. They have had no principles but what he has declared, and 
no conception of any line of policy but that which he recommended. 
They are now angry with him because he has changed, not his prin- 
ciples, but the policy they had adopted on his recommendation. They 
do not think that the public has been betrayed, but that they have 
been befooled. They have on former occasions muttered and grum- 
bled from not understanding exactly changes for which they were 
not prepared, and for which they were unable to prepare their con- 
fiding constituents; (for the right hon. baronet, relying on their ob- 
sequiousness, has not generally given his supporters any previous 
intimation of what he meant to do, and has expected them to wheel 
about at word of command) and, through a long series of years, they 
have offered no serious opposition to his will. Even when he gave 
up the defence of protestantism, he found amongst his own friends 
no such hostility as at present. ‘The sturdy champions of the church, 
who then spoke against him in the House of Commons, might al- 
most be numbered on the fingers of one hand. Mr Bankes, Sir 
Robert Inglis, Sir Charles Wetherell, Mr Sadler, and Sir Edward 
Knatchbull, were his principal opponents. The minority against 
him was not 240, but only 173. He might naturally expect, 
therefore, on this as on former occasions, that his party 
should go with him, and he has probably been both surprised and 
mortified at the novelty of so many fierce assailants, and such 
protracted opposition starting up amongst his own friends. 

From comparing the feeble resistance of 1829 to the strenuous 
resistance of 1846, some persons may infer that the influence of the 
pocket is more powerful than that of principle. We make no such 
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imputation. The pocket was not without its influence then as now, 
but the influence of principle has increased. The change at that time 
was the parent of subsequent apprehension and earnest inquiry. Out 
of the political fears then engendered a large sect has since arisen, 
having for its object to increase the influence of the church, by restor- 
ing its ancient pretensions. ‘There is at least a greater tendency than 
there was formerly to honesty and sincerity in politicians. The 
light of continued publicity is unfavourable to crooked courses. 
Whatever may be a man’s disposition, he can only command the 
respect of the public which overlooks him, and attain power by at 
least a show of uprightness. The more earnest spirit which has 
latterly been exhibited at our public seminaries, and has animated 
public writers, has not been without a corresponding influence on 
youthful politicians. In comparison with their predecessors, the pre- 
sent race of Tories may be called stubborn, and on no former 
occasion did the changes of the Premier call into being a host of 
youthful heroes and assailants from his own ranks, like Mr Stafford 
O'Brien and Lord John Manners. 

Our opinion expressed Jast week, that they will not long remain in 
opposition to Peel, is confirmed by looking at what the tories did 
after 1829. They soon forgave lim. ‘They indulged their ill-will 
once indeed and broke up his government, but repentance and punish- 
ment swiftly followed. They had no sooner inflicted the sting, than 
they combined to suck out the venom. Whether influenced by the 
pocket or by principle is not for us to determine, but the most irri- 
table and vituperating of his friends were soon united with him 
in @ new ministry. The condemnatory language of Sir Edward 
Knatchbull in 1829, and his acceptance of the office of Paymaster of 
the Forces, under Sir Robert Peel, at the end of 1834, is an example of 
what may be expected from several members of the united minority. 
Such examples, too, have not been without their influence on Sir 
Robert Peel : they have dictated his opinion of his own friends, have 
made him consult chiefly his own purposes, and act boldly in defiance 
of his former professions and his party. The bulk of the Tories 
have been on several occasions as faithless to honour and as un- 
true to principle as they now accuse Sir Robert Peel of being, and 
his disregard, or even contempt of them, is the consequence of their 
ow.i former political meanness. 








IMPORTANT PARLIAMENTARY RETURN. 

A pocument of the utmost importance, as illustrative of the 
effects of free trade, has this week been presented to Parliament 
on the motion of Sir Robert Peel. The first return it contains is 
of the number and tonnage of British shipping belonging to this 
country in each year since 1820, and of the amount of tonnage 
employed in foreign trade in each yearsince 1832. The second 
return is a statement of the real or declared value of our exports 
from 1827 to the present time; distinguishing the amounts 
exported to Northern Europe, Southern Europe, Africa, 
Asia, United States, British America, and the West Indies, 
the foreign West Indies, and South America, The thirdisa 
statement of the net revenue of cusioms in each year from 1839 
to 1845, with an estimate of the loss by reductions in the tariff. 
The fourth is an account of silk, distinguishing raw, thrown, and 
waste, taken into consumption in each year since 1814, with the 
rates of duty payable in each year. The fifth is an account of the 
exports of silk goods in each year since 1826, distinguishing the 
amount exported to France, other countries in Europe, the 
United States, Mexico, South America, and the foreign West 
India islands, British possessions in America, and the West 
Indies, Africa, Asia, and Australia; also an account of the quan- 
tities of silk goods imported from Europe in each year since 1826. 
The sixth shows the quantity of timber taken for consumption in 
each year since 1840, and the amouwt of duty received in each 
year; distinguishing foreign and colonial timber, The seventh 
shows the quantity of wool imported in each year since 1818, the 
rate of duty, the price of English wool, and the declared value of 
the exports of woollen goods and woollen yarn in each year. 
The eighth contains an account of the net produce of the cus- 
tom duties exclusive of corn, and of the excise duties from 1842 
to 1845. The paper concluding with a statement of the reduc- 
tions effected in the excise establishmeut since the repeal of the 
glass and auction duties, and a correspondence showing the effect 
of a repeal of the glass duty on the consumption. 

We much regret, that our supplement and other matter has 
rendered it impossible to give the notice of this paper which it 
deserves, but there are so many priucipies strikingly illustrated 
by these accounts, that we shall return to a consideration of 
them next week, and give the result of each account in detail. 





SCOTCH TENANT-FARMERS’ WITH LEASES. 
Tue following is a copy of a memorial which has been forwarded 
to Sir Robert Peel, signed by two hundred and eighty-two tenants of 
land in the Lothians. Memorials of similarimport have been for- 
warded to the Minister, signed by one hundred and two tenants in 
the county of Fife, and by tenants in the couniies of Berwick and 
Roxburgh, farming upwards of 100,000 acres :— 
“ Unto the Right Honourable Sir Robert Peel, Baronet ; 
“ The Memorial of the Tenant-Farmers of thie Counties «f the East, West, 
and Mid-Lothia», 

“ Haumbly Showeth,—That your memoriai's are tenants of farms in the 
counties of East, West, and Mid-Lothian. t. which they entered in virtue 
of leases varying from fifteen to twenty-one yerrs in duration, 
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“ That your memorialists pay yearly for rent acertain sum in money, the 
amount of which was calculated by, and based upon, the average price of 
farm produce for bypast years; and the memorialists have laid out large 
sums in improving their farms, in the expectation and reliance that the 
repeated enactments in favour of agriculture wouldbe maintained, and that 
no change would occur to prevent the memorialists from fulfilling their con- 
tracts, and also re-paying themselves the capital Jaid out in the improve- 
ment of the soil. 


“ That your memorialists refrain from passing any opinion on the policy 
of the proposed new measure, in regard to the corn laws now before Parlia- 
ment ; but they respectfully beg to state, that they are deeply impressed 
with the conviction that farm produce willbe reduced considerably in price 
in future years, on the proposed new measures taking effect. 


“ That your memorialists have therefore to bring their peculiar case 
under your consideration, in order to their being recognised in principle, in 
the same way as the agriculturists in England are, to compensatory mea- 
sures for their relief, those hitherto proposed not being applicable to your 
memorialists. 


“ That your memorialists have to suggest, and to respectfully request, 
that a provision should be introduced into the proposed new bill, permit- 
ting the tenants of the respective counties of Scotland holding land under 


money rents converted into grain rents, at the average price of the last 
seven years, The average price of each of their respective counties to form 
the rule of quantity, payable at the fiars prices, in each of the subsequent 
years of their present leases, 


“ That your memorialists have also to suggest that some provision should 
also be introduced into the proposed bill, to enable your memorialists to 
obtain repayment of the value of such improvements as they have made 
on their respective farms, in reliance that no change would be carried into 
effect which would reduce in value their property. 

“ Your memorialists humbly but confidently conceive, that no justifiable 
objection can be entertained to their proposal, because the granting of 1t 
will enable your memorialists to fulfil their engagements, whilst, in the 
event of farm produce not being brought lower in value by the proposed 
measure, no loss will be sustained by any one. 


“ Your memorialists, therefore, rely with every confidence on some 
provisions being introduced into the proposed bill for their relief and 
safety. 

“ And your memorialists will ever pray, &c.” 

Scotch farmers are the last class of men that we expected to 
find moving in any impracticable course. They have always been 
distinguished by asteady and intelligent application to their pur- 
suits, by which they have improved every circumstance and suc- 
cessfully encountered every difficulty ; while the farmers in other 
districts have been “whining” after extraneous aid, and waiting, 
with folded arms, for what parliament and protection would send 
them. It is surely a little too much for our northern neigh- 
bours, so justly known for their caution and sagacity, to pretend 
that their contracts with their landlords have been made on the 
“ reliance that the repeated enactments in favour of agriculture would be 
maintained, and that no change would occur.”’ The sentence itself 
contains a manifest contradiction. On which of the “ repeated enact- 
ments’’ did they place reliance? Was it on the corn bill of 1828, 
the tariff and corn bill of 1842, the Canada bill of 1843, or the 
grinding in bond bill of the same year? To which of all the 
“ figures” fixed by Parliament from 1828 to 1845, as_ the 
remunerating price for grain and for cattle, has their faith been 
pledged with their landlords? Their leases vary from “ fifteen 
to twenty-one years ;” there must, therefore, be many which were 
entered into before 1828, when the law still existed which pro- 
mised “ eighty shillings” the quarter for wheat; the greatest bulk 
must have been made under the law which promised “ sixty-five 
shillings" the quarter ; a few of the new ones must have been made 
under the last promise of “ fifty-six shillings; and even some must 
have been made after the last promise had received its first 
shock by the passing of the Canada bill. The memorialists do 
not say upon which of these ever-varying and ever-changing 
circumstances they placed “ reliance;”’ or which of the “ repeated 
enactments " they expected to “be maintained.” It is not, how- 
ever, the least curious circumstance connected with these 
changes, that the leases made under the smallest promise, have 
been at the highest rents? The memorialists suggest, that 
having placed faith in the stability of this fickle law, they should 
have the option of converting their money-rents into corn-rents 
at the average price of the last seven years; and that they 
should be enabled to obtain re-payment of the value of their 
improvements. In Scotland there is a favourite adage which 
implies the caution with which contracts are made, and 
the faith with which they should be maintained—‘ 4 bargain's 
a bargain.” And well it is for those farmers who have 
made their bargains, that in nineteen cases out of every twenty, 
were they quits to-morrow, they would scarcely make another on 
the same terms as the old one. Just let them think what a task 
they would impose on the Minister, if every merchant, wholesale 
dealer, shop-keeper, and buckster, had to be compensated for the 
reduced duties on the hundreds of articles, which they have in 
stock, to sell to farmers at reduced prices. Upwards of seventy 
cases have come to our knowledge of leases falling in since the 
present measures were introduced, and in every case, the tenants 
have readily taken new leases at improved rents. Not one case 
have we heard of where reductions have been sought or given. 

We cannot but consider the memorial of the Scotch farmers, as 
a sly and covert rebuke to such landlords as Lord John Scott, who 
has been so actively engaged in persuading farmers of the dangers 
to be apprehended from free trade. If half of what the noble lord 
has said were true, tenants would have a good claim for compen- 
sation, 
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PROPOSED CHANGES 
TARIFF. 


Tue following is an outline of the charges intended to be pro- 
posed to Congress by the American Government. Up to the 
20th of Feb. (the latest dates) no movement, however, had been 
made in Congress in respect to this matter. The steamer which 
will in all probability arrive on Saturday (this day) will bring, 
with other important matters, further intelligence on this subject. 


THE NEW TARIFF BILL, 
Reducing the Duties on Imports, and for other purposes. 


Be it enacted, by the Senate and House of Representatives of the 
United States of Ame rica, in Congress assembled, That from and 
after the first day of October next, in lieu of the duties heretofore 
imposed by law on the articles hereinafter mentioned, and on such as 
may now be exempt from duty, there shall be levied, collected and 
paid on the goods, wares, and merchandise, herein enumerated and 
provided for, imported from foreign countries, the following rates of 
duty, that is to say :—~ 

On goods, wares, and merchandise, mentioned in schedule A, a 
duty of 75 per centum advalorem. 

On goods, wares, and merchandise, mentioned in schedule B, a 
duty of 30 per centum advalorem. 

On goods, wares, and merchandise mentioned in schedule C, a duty 
of 25 per centum advalorem. 

On goods, wares, and merchandise mentioned in schedule D, a duty 
of 20 per centum advalorem. 

On goods, wares, and merchandise mentioned in schedule I 
duty of 10 per centum advalorem. 

On goods, wares, and merchandise mentioned in schedule F, a 
duty of 5 per centum advalorum. 

Sec. 2. And be it further enacted, That from and after the first 
day of October next, the goods, wares, and merchandise described 
and mentioned in schedule G, shall be exempt from duty. 

Sec. 3, And be it further enacted, ‘That from and after the first 
day of October next, there shall be levied, collected, and paid, on all 
goods, wares and merchandise, imported from foreign countries, and 
not specially provided for in this act, a duty of twenty per centum 
advalorem. 

Sec. 4. And be it further enacted, That from and after the first day 
of October next, no drawbacks, bounties, or allowances, shall be paid 
on foreign sugar refined in the United States, or on spirits distilled 
from foreign molasses, or on fish cured with foreign salt, unless it 
shall be proved on the exportation thereof to the satisfi ction of the 
collector at the port of exportation, that such sugar, molasses, or salt 
was imported, and the duty thereon paid, prior to the passage of this 
act; and no bounties shall be paid after the first of October next, to 
vessels engaged or licensed in the fisheries. Provided, That vessels 
actually engaged in such fisheries, and at sea when this act takes 
effect, shall be entitled to the bounty for that voyage and no longer. 

Sec. 5. And be it further enacted, ‘That all acts and parts of acts, 
repugnant to the provisions of this act, be and the same are hereby 
repealed. 

The schedules extend from A to G. 

Schedule A embraces articles paying 75 per cent, viz., brandy, rum, cor- 
dials, and all +p rituous liquors, which is the highest rate of duty in the 
scale. 

Schedule B embraces articles paying 30 per cent duty, viz., ready-made 
clothing, all articles worn by men, women and children, made in whole or 
part by hand. Iron and all manufactures of iron. Sugar of all kinds. 
Molasses. All manufactures of leather, embracing boots, shoes, &c. Wines 
of all kinds, Fruits, except lemons and oranges. Glass and glass ware, ex- 
cept plain tumblers. All manufactures of paver, not otherwise spec ified. 
Do. of wood, embracing cabinet wares, umbrellas, &c. Turkey, Brussels, 
Saxony and Wilton carpets. All manufactures of gold, silver, cop per, lead 
and other metals, not otherwise specified. Spices, olive vil, except in 

casks (20.) 

Schedule C, 25 per cent, viz— Al] manufactures of wool, or of which wool is 
a component mnetertal. All of silk, or of which silk is a component mate- 
rial, Do, all of hemp, flax, mohair or goats’ hair. Buttons and button 
moles, Manufactures of India rubber. 

Schedule D, 20 per cent, viz—W ool, unmanufaectured wool. 
wholly of cotton, embracing printed and plain cottons. All paints, and 
painter’s oils. Medicinal and chemical preparations, acids, &c. Sheet lead, 
lead pipe, copper bottoms and braziers’ copper, copper bolts and spikes. 
Kidderminster, ingrain, Venetian and other cheap carpeting. Buizes, flan- 
nels, &c., blankets costing seventy cents. All dye stuffs, except dye woods. 
Boards, planks, staves, mahogany, &c, Cotton bagging, of hemp or flax. 
Oranges and lemons, feathers, books, paper and paper hangings. Cordage, 
— and untarred, Earthen and crockery ware. Fish, except salmon, 
(30 

Schedule E, paying 10 per cent.—Watches and parts of watches, diamonds 
and precious stones, not set, (when set, 30 per cent) saltpetre, gunny cloth, 
linseed, unmanufactnred India rubber, plaster of Paris ground, lime, rags, 
soap stocks and stuffs, cream of tartar. 

Schedule F, paying 5 per cent duty, viz.—Copper in pigs, tin in pigs, zine wn- 
manufactured, old copper and pewter, crude brimstone, and various articles 
used by manufactures in the arts, which are now admitted free, 

Schedule G, free of duty.—American productions reimported unchanged, 
paintings and statuary of American artists, wearing apparel in use, and per- 
sonal effects, not merchandise, animals for ‘breed, sheathing copper, and yel- 
low metal. 

Tea and coffee, from their place of production, and from the Netherlands, 
All dyewoodsin stick. Fresh fish. Household effects, not merchandise, of 
Models and inventions of the arts, not for use. Cvins 
Whale and 
fish oil of American fisheries, (in foreign vessels 20 per cent. ) Salt and raw 
cotton. 

All articles not otherwise enumerated 20 per cent.

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BANKRUPT AND INSOLVENT LAWS.—No. 
(Communicated, ) 

Wutze the subject of misconduct in insolvent traders,and the losses 
it occasions to creditors, are under consideration, i it will be acknow- 
ledged, we believe, that few if any sources of injury are more frequent 
or more pernicious, both to the debtor or the creditor, than the dis- | 
graceful manner in which books are often kept by parties professing | 
In some instances this may arise from actual | 
inability to do better ; in some it proceeds from habitual negligence; in 
too many either from a dread of examining accurately the true pos- | 
ture of affairs, or of looking difficulties boldly in the face, or from a 
feeling of shame at making genuine entries of doubtful, if not impro- | 
per, transactions ; while in no few the true cause is wilful roguery, 2 | 
long-formed determination to defraud,and acunningly-devised scheme | 
of concealment, carried out by entries, which though really false, are | 
of such a nature as to render it difficult to bring the culprit within the 
penal regulations of the law of bankruptcy. 

Actual inability to keep something like reasonable and intelligible | 
accounts does not frequently occur, and can hardly exist except in 
traders of the most petty description, such as do not fair ly come with- 
in the scope of the bankrupt laws, and would be more properly treat- 
ed as simple insolvents; in which character they do, in fact, most 
commonly appear in the bankrupt courts, to the great consumption 
of the time of these courts, and the delay of the real business for 
which they are more properly adapted, and to which they ought to be 
exclusively devoted. 

Amongst those of more capacity, but whose business is not suffi- 
ciently extensive to maintain a regular clerk or book-keeper, negli- 
gence is too general: human nature is addicted to the love of ease; 
labour to most men is a species of pain, and will of course be avoided 
by them when it is possible to do so. But it is useless to philosophise 
on these matters; let us look to facts. We find every day such a 
case as this: a man commences a moderate business, with a small 

capital, and intentions perfectly honest; he keeps a rough sort of 

day-book, and resolves to post it every night : for some little time 
he persists in his laudable resolution; then he begins to find it irk- 
some, and thinks that once a-week will do: this also goes on for a 
while ; then the intervals become longer and longer, till he finds 
an arrear at last, greater than he has either time and inclination, or 
perhaps ability, to undertake ; and he discontinues the work entirely, 
becomes utterly ignorant of the true state of his affairs, treats re- 
ceipts as profits, goes on as long as he can,and at last fails, leaving 
a mass of confusion beyond his skill, or that of any one else, to ex- 
plain and unravel. 

Comparatively speaking, however, the losses in such casesare not very 
heavy ; the business has not been extensive ; and—for we are assuming 
the absence of intentional dishovesty—there usually remains a fair 
proportion of property for a dividend; but in the next class the 
matter is generally much worse ; it is the case of the timid and weak- 
minded ; the man who, having, in the early part of his career, kept 
regular accounts, finds himself at last unable to meet all the demands 
upon him, and is afraid or ashamed to do that justice which is in his 
power; to come forward while ail is yet plain and straightforward, 
and give up for the benefit of his creditors what he can no longer 
employ with advantage to them or to himself. Such aman finds 
himself pressed, and is too easily induced to have recourse to dis- 
creditable means in order to get over the immediate difficulty; then 
come sales under prime cost; bills discounted at enormous premiums, 
and perha; s security given on his stock that they shall be met, and 
other transactions of a similar nature which cannot safely appear. The 
books therefore cease to be regularly kept ; he is unwilling or afraid 
to put down the real state of his dealings ; he dares not make ficti- 
tious entries; he has not the cunning of the swindler, or the hardihood 
of the daring rogue; so he creeps on for a time, till he is involved 
past extrication ; ‘and the result of the struggle, which ought never 
to have been engaged in, is the loss of credit and character to him- 
self, and of their property to his creditors. We have previously 
urged the point, that the continuing to carry on business, when in a 
state of insolvency, and under the disadvantages which necessarily 
attach to that condition, is a direct injury to creditors, and ought to 
be treated with great stringency as an offence by the trader ; and 
how much is this aggravated when, by neglected accounts, and books 
inaccurately kept, the means of tracing the transactions of the bank- 
rupt during the most important time, that shortly previous to the 
failure, those means to which the creditors are both legally and 
morally entitled, are taken away or rendered so obscure, that the task 
becomes one of cost and difficulty seldom repaid by the result. The 
expense of the fiat under such circumstances is enormously increased : 
improper transactions, sales, and payments, which could not be sus- 
tained against the assignees, escape with impunity, while suspicion is 
sometimes cast on such as are free from blame; and when at last 
such accounts as can be made up are passed for want of better, they 
are in fact those of the accountant whose ingenuity has concocted 
something like a plausible statement, and not those of the bankrupt 
himself. 

Falsification of accounts, fictitious entries, the abstraction, con- 
cealment and mutilation of books, are, it is true, punishable offences, 
and most justly so; they constitute the last and worst class of im- 
proper book-keeping. If proved, it is equally true that they lead to | 
punishment ; but the difficulty of making out a case against a man 
who has been er raftily and for years following up a course of decep- | 
tion, is so great, that few indeed are the instances in which this 
crime, a crime of far deeper dye than many for which culprits are 
transported, brings down the hand of offended justice on the per- 
petrator. 

While this is the case, it can hardly be wondered at that mere 
negligence or inaccuracy in keeping accounts, seems to be treated as | 
worthy of little notice. It is indeed of such frequent occurrence, | 
apparently so much expected, that in the rare instances in which a 
bankrupt appears to have done his duty in keeping and producing a 
regular, intelligible, and accurate set of accounts, it is generally 
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mentioned as calling for special commendation, as being an excep- 
tion to the rule. 

Mere negligence in keeping accounts requires that some punish- 
ment should be inflicted on the trader who has by it brought injury 
and loss upon others; some inconvenience which may operate as 
a warning for the future; but in the more aggravated cases, where, 
without actual falsification, the books show an evident unwillingness 
to let the real course of dealing see the light, or a desire to con- 
ceal & state of insolvency of which the party must have been aware, 
a sterner course of treatment is requisite. Such men ought not to 
be suffered to commence a fresh career; to have the opportunity of 
making a fresh set of victims. Carrying on business when insolvent, 
beyond any reasonable hope of recovery, is, as we have shown, a grave 
offence ; if aggravated by accounts kept so as to attempt to hide it, 
and to keep from view transactions which pressure has induced the 
trader to enter into, and which will not bear the light, it is one which 
ought to preclude the offender from trading again; or this conse- 
quence will follow :—A trader finding himself insolvent, and being 
unwilling to stop, will say, “If I keep my accounts fairly, and fail at 
last, I shall be told, ‘ You must have known from your books the 
position in which you have long been; you ought to have given up 
long ago, and must be punished for wasting your creditors’ property 
in a hopeless struggle ;’ whereas, if I mystify my accounts, and leave 
them in a state of confusion, I may possibly escape detection, and, 
even if I fail to do so, I shall be no worse off.”

INTIMIDATION OF WITNESSES.—Lord Denman then rose to move the second 
reading of his bill, to punish attempts to deter prosecutors, witnesses, and 
This bill was founded on the 20th 
clause of the Irish coercion bill, now before the house, which provided against 
the intimidation of witnesses, and he had introduced it because he thought less 
odium would attach to these provisions if they were made applicable to the 
general law of the land, and not only to a special coercive measure for Ireland.

FAMINE IN IRELAND.—An interesting conversation arose upon a question 
which Mr O'Connell put to Sir R. Peel, relative to the measures taken by the 
government to obviate the impending famine and disease in Ireland.— Sir R. 
Peel answered the question at some length, in terms almost the same with those | 
which he had employed on several previous occasions in the House of Commons. 

Corn ResoivuTions.— On the motion of Sir R, Peel, Mr Greene brought up | 
the report of the corn resolutions.—Mr Liddell informed Sir R. Peel that it was 
not his intention to give him any further trouble on the timber duties. So many 
petitions had recently been presented in favour of the proposed changes, that he 
was bound to take it for granted that those changes were not disagreeable to the 
feelings of the petitioners.—Lord G. Bentinck gave an intimation to Sir R. Peel 
that he must not flatter himself that he (Lord G. Bentinck) too was prepared to 
withdraw his opposition tothe timber duties. — The resolutions relative to wheat, 
barley, oats, and flour were then read a second time. On the question, that the 
resolution relative to the reduction on buck-wheat, maize, and rice be read a 
second time, Mr P. Miles had hoped that Sir R. Peel, would have added to this 
resolution some Words reducing the duties on maize for three or four mouths to | 
come. The protection party would have no o! jection to agree to such a 
resolution, as they were most anxious to provide food for the people of Ire- 
land. They were desirous of meeting a temporary evil by a temporary remedy.— 
Sir R. Peel observed that his proposition was for a permanent reduction of the 
duties on buck-wheat, maize, and rice, to 2 mere nominal duty, to take effect for 
ever, so soon as the bill founded on the present resolutions should be passed into 
law. He proposed, when the resolution was reported, to issue a treasury ordcr 
reducing the duties, on buck-wheat, maize, and rice to a ‘mere nominal duty, of 
which the force should expire, as soon as the legislature should have decided one 
way or the other on the late of the new tariff, and on the new corn law. That 
remission, however, will only be granted on the parties giving bond for the pay- 
ment of the higher duties, in case parliament should not give its sanction to the 
present measure.—Mr P. Miles then proceeded to explain his reasons for oppos- 
ing the resolution. He entered into a statement to show that maize would come

They 
would wait till the bill was introduced, and then, on going into committee, 
would move that certain articles be omitted from its schedule.—A conversation 
of some length took place as to the time when the debate on the tariff should 
take place; but it was terminated at last by the house assenting to an arrange- 
ment suggested by Sir R. Peel, that the debate should take place on Friday 
next, which he would fix for the report of the resolutions, and that no Treasury 
order for the remission of duties should issue till the result of that debate was 
known.— Several articles in the tariff were then agreed to without a remark.— 
Mr Ewart moved that modern foreign books in foreign languages should be in- 
troduced into this country duty free.—Sir G. Clerk observed, that the amount of 
revenue obtained by the duty on forei&n books was 10,000/ a-year. He admitted 
that the interchange of the literature of one country with that of another was 
very desirable; but there were other matters to be taken into consideration. 
We had of late years taken great pains to prevent piratical editions of English 
authors printed on the continent from being imported into this country. Nego- 
tiations for establishing an international copyright were now going on with the 
Prussian and French governments, and with every prospect of success. He 
thought that greater advantage would be gained by the authors and publishers 
of this country from the establishment of an international copyright than from 
the abolition of these duties; and therefore he must oppose the 
amendment.— Mr Foster observed that the argument of Sir G. Clerk, 
derived from an establishment of an international copyright, was quite beside 
the subject. Why tax the introduction of foreign knowledge?—Mr D'Isrecli 
argued that this duty was not defensible either as a duty of protection or of re- 
venue. — After short speeches from Mr P. Scrope and Mr Cardwell in opposition 
to, and from Mr A. Hope, Mr B. Hawes, Mr Aglionby, and Dr Bowring in sup- 
port of, Mr Ewart’s amendment, Mr W. Williams expressed a hope that Mr 
Ewart would not press his amendment to a division, as the success of it might 
embarrass the government.— Mr Curteis, addressing the free trade party on ihe 
opposition benches, observed, that if he were Sir R. Peel, and they were to em- 
barrass him with motions like the present, he would throw up the government 
at once, in case he were placed by them in a minority.—Sir R. Peel was much 
obliged to the gallant gentleman who had just spoken, for the spirit displayed 
in his defence. He was well aware that in the performance of the task which 
he had undertaken he had great difficulties to encounter. If he should be left 
in a minority that evening, his course would not be at all influenced by it 
Neither that nor any other difficulty would induce him to relax in his efforts to 
bring his commercial policy to a successful termination. At the same time he 
hoped that those who wished to see a grand and comprehensive scheme of com_ 
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mercial policy carried into effect, would be content to abandon their objections 
to a portion, out of regard to the whole of it.—The amendment was ultimately, 
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by leave, withdrawn.— The Chairman then proceeded to put the various articles | 


in the tariff seriatim. Objections were made to the retention of duties on some 
articles, and to the too great reduction of duties on others; but in nearly every 
instance the reply of government was the same: the retention was justified on 
the ground that the duty was imposed not for the sake of protection but for the 
sake of revenue; and the reduction was defended on the ground that past re- 
duction had led to increased consumption, and that no more danger was to be 
anticipated from future than had occurred from past relaxation of protective 
duties. —When the tariff was nearly gone through, Lord J. Russell reminded 
the committee of Lord Granyille’s observation, that if the manufacturer was to 
have his corn cheap, the farmer ought to have his coat cheap. Now, in this 
tariff there was a permanent duty of 10 per cent laid on every manufactured 
article introduced into the country. He had no objection to that, so long as the 
corn duties lasted, that is, to the year 1849. But when the corn duties should 


be reduced to 1s a quarter, he did not see »ny reason why the duty of 10 per | 


cent should be retained on manufactured articles.— Sir R. Peel did not deny that 
considerations of revenue influenced the decisions of her Majesty’s government 
on several articles of the tariff. If at the end of three years the revenue should 
permit that a reduction should be made in the duties on articles of clothing, as 


| well as on the duties on foreign corn, he should not be reluctant to make it.— 


Lord J. Russell agreed with Sir R. Peel as to the necessity of maintaining some 
duties for the purposes of revenue; but there were in this tariff 10 per cent 
duties which did not produce more than 600/, 800/,and 1,200/ a year, and which 
were therefore not of importance to the revenue. Of these duties it might be 
advantageous to get rid; but not of such large revenues as were derived from 
the silk duties. As the question was still o;en, he was satisfied with the ad- 
vantages which the country had obtained.—Mr T. Buring contended that to 
take of all the duties would not benefit either commerce, or manufactures, or 
trade.

would be, that you must have recourse to direct taxation, and then you ought to 
consider whether you will not drive capital out of the country.— Lord J. Russell 
observed that the system against which Mr T. Baring had been arguing might 
be good or might be bad ; but, certainly, it was not tht of which he had been 
spenking.--Mr Hume considered that great benefit would be derived from re- 
curring to more direct taxation. He also recommended a consideration of 
what benefit might be obtained by a further reduction of our establishments.— 
Sir R. Peel was happy to be able to inform the house that, in consequence of 
the reduction of the glass and auction duties, a reduction of 52,000/ had been 
made in the salaries of the officers employed in collecting them.—An animated 
conversation then took place on the benefits of direct and indirect taxation, in 
which a number of members joined.—The remaining resolutions were agreed to. 
—The chairman was then ordered to report progress, and the house resumed, 
Report to be received on Friday.

postponed for a fortnight —The Salmon Fisheries bill was read a second time 
and ordered to be committed on the 6th of May. 

Reman CatTuonic ReLrer Bitu.—Mr B. Escott moved the second reading 
of the Roman Catholics Relief bill. A measure of a similar nature had already 
been introduced into the House of Lords by the Lord Chancellor; the provisions 
of his lordship’s bill, however, did not entirely correspond with the provisions of 
the bill before the house; but as the character of the two were identical, it 
might be preferable to consolidate them, and form out of them one measure. 
He detailed at some length the grievances still suffered by persons professing the 
Roman Catholic faith within the United Kingdom; such, for instance, as inabi- 
lity to practice in the ecclesiastical courts, or to teach, unless upon taking an 
oath which was repulsive to many conscientious individuals. These inconveni- 
ences were acutely felt by numbers upon whom they pressed, and it was due to 
the Roman Catholic population, no less than to the interests of the Established 
Church, to remit at once this unjust and disgraceful stigma.—Sir Robert Inglis 
was anxious to return to the practice of the Augustan age in England in refer- 
ence to religious matters. That practice was wholly irreconcileable with the 
contents of the bill before the house, which appeared to be based upon the legis- 
lation of 1829, and succeeding years, the dark ages, as they might be called, in 
this country. No practical grievance bad been substantiated by Mr Escott; for 
as for what he had stated about the obstructions in the way of Roman Catholics 
teaching, they were notoriously unreal, as any person might have a license 
granted upon application to the bishop of his diocese. Our colonial legislation 
might be regulated in religious matters by the doctrines of the Established 
Church, and then no valid complaint could be made, because the Roman Catho- 
lic Bishop of Malta was precluded taking his seat in the Legislative Council of 
that island by the imposition of a religious test. The present measure would in 
effect repeal the Act of Supremacy, as well as the jlaw for the expulsion of the 
Jesuits, and would afford encouragement to various public processions adopted in the 
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ecremonial of the Romish Church. He moved that the bill be read that day six 
months.— Lord Morpeth referred to various provisions in the existing law which the 
bill before the house would annul as practically inoperative, though not on that 
account undeserving legislative notice. The statute against preaching, for 
instance, was notoriously ineffective, the obnoxous doctrines being promulgated 
without let or hindrance in all parts of the land. Still that enactment, while it 
remained on the statute book, might be applied toa malicious purpose, and so of 
others ofa likekind. He urged upon the house te abolish all such restrictions as those 
against which this bill was directed ; and as Eng'and was the asylum of political 
refugees, 80 let it be also the haven for persons ofevery variety of religious belief. 
—Sir James Graham professed his readiness to support the second reading of the 
bill, though he considered there were some parts of it which should be altered in 
committee. It was but ameasure for the completion of the act of 1829—an act 
which had his cordial concurrence at the time, and to the principle of which he 
still subscribed. The bill before the house would not, as Sir Robert Inglis had 
stated, repeal the Act of Supremacy.—Mr Colquhoun, though approving of that 
portion of the bill which related to the means of Roman Catholic education, yet 
disapproving ofother parts of a more important character, should give the bill 
his opposition. He feared so much the evils which would result from any recog- 
nition of the Pope's authority in temporal matters, that he would never consent 
to repeal the Act of Elizabeth, which vindicated the Sovereign's right in these 
dominions. He also dreaded the influence of the Jesuits, and in consequence of 
that dread would have all Jegal means enforced for restraining their power.—Mr 
O'Connell explained that ample freedom was afforded in this country to persons 
who had assumed the conventual garb to abandon their profession, if at any time 
they @hose. He then defended the character of the Jesuits, affirming that they 
had in all ages been conspicuous for their learning and piety, and had effected 
more for the interests of literature than had been performed by any other body 
of men.—Mr J. O'Connell bore his testimony, as having been educated in a 
Jesuit'’s college, to the high Christian attainments and loyal character of that 
ecclesiastical order.— Lord J. Manners ridiculed the apprehensions which were 
entertained with respect to the formidable influence of the Jesuits: they were a 
learned and able body of men, and had effected much for the spread of Chris- 
tianity in various parts of the world.—Mr Borthwick would sup; ort the measure 
as being founded upon the principles of charity.—Mr M. Milnes had passed much 
of his time in Catholic countries, and it was his opinion that the apprehensions 
which had been expressed with regard to this bill were altogether futile — 
Mr Finch, Mr Wyse, Mr Pakington, Mr Newdegute, Mr Escourt, Col. Sibthorp, 
and Captain Harris took part in the debate—Mr Escott having replied, the 
house divided, when the numbers were—For the second reading, 66; against it, 
23 ; majority for second reading, 43. 

The Out-Pensioners’ bill was read a second time. 

The house having resolved itself into a committee of supply on the “motion of 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer, 800,000/ was voted to the use of her Majesty. 

Some conversation having taken place in a motion to introduce the Lace Fac- 
tories’ bill, leave was given for its introduction. 

The other orders were then disposed of, and the house adjourned at half-past 
five. 

Thursday, March 12. 


Only thirty-five members having assembled at four o'clock, the house stood 
adjourned till to-morrow. 

Friday, March 13. 

The Speaker took the Chair at a quarter to four o'clock. Lord Henry Ben- 
tinck took the oaths and his seat for North Nottinghamshire. The noble lord 
was cheered from the protectionist side of the house. 

Amongst the notices of motions, was one by Lord John Russell, that on 
Thursday, the 26th of March, he will call attention to the state of Ireland, with 
the view that the house should resolve itself into committee of the whole house 
in order to consider remedial measures. 


Sir James Graham asked leave to bring in a bill proposing the establishment 
cf a Board of Health, with a medical officer for each poor-law union in Ireiand, 
armed with powers to erect fever hospitals ; the bill to extend till Sept. 1847; 
but the Lord-Lieutenant to be empowered to suspend its provisions in any dis- 
trict where the necessity for it may have ceased.—A discussion ensued, during 
which Mr. Wakley remarked that food, not physic, was the specific in Ireland ; 
and Mr. Smith O’Brien declared, that at that moment hundreds and thousands 
of his fellow countrymen wsre famishing, but that Ireland was perfectly able to 
piovide for the calamity, if her resources were properly applied.—Sir 
Robert Peel thought that injustice was done to the feeling which Eng- 


lish members entertained towards Ireland. During Mr. Smith O'Brien's 
absence, they had been engaged in anxiously considering measures of 
relief, postponing all other business, and whatever might have been 


their differences of opinion, on this there was prompt and cordial unanimity.— 
Mr John O’Connell, Mr Sharman Crawford, and other members, gave the 
government eredit for their good intentions towards Ireland.—Mr Shaw re- 
affirmed an opinion, formerly expressed, that the failure of the potato crop had 
been exaggerated.—Lord John Russell remarked that this showed the neces- 
sity for more specific information than the government had yet afforded. 
His experience as a member of the committee for managing the fund raised for 
the relief of the distress in the manufacturing districts some time ago, had 
taught him how perilous to the recipients themselves was the indiscriminate dis- 
tribution of charity. Local employment on public works appeared one of the 
most suitable means of relicf.—Sir Robert Peel begged members to suspend 
their judgment as to the nature and extent of the distress in Ireland, 
until the information in the possession of the government was laid 
on the table of the house, which will be produced on Monday.—After a speech 
from Lord C, Hamilton, and explanations between Mr Shaw and Sir R. Peel, 
Mr Bernal said there seemed to be unnecessary delay in commencing the public 
works for which parliament had given authority —The Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer replied that though the acts had just received the royal assent, authority 
had been already given to commence public works in districts where distress was 
most imminent, especially in Clare and Meath.—Mr Smith O’Brien explained 
that while a sum of 100,0001 had been voted for the Irish people, they were 
drained of four or five millions eterling annually, which, if expended in the 
country, would enable them to dispense with the assistance of England.—Mr 
Miles and Mr Fitzgerald having spoken—Mr Villiers suggested to Mr Miles, and 
other members who were distressed at the idea of the exportation of Irish pro- 
duce to this country, that an easy remedy would be found for this by permitting 
England to obtain her food elsewhere. A poor law was held out as the great 
resource of Ireland, and absenteeism its great evil. The one would probably not 
have been enacted by an Irish parliament; the other was not caused by the 
English legislature. —The discussion was closed by Mr Newdegate and Mr Finch, 
and leave was given to bring in the bill; as also one to amend the English poor 
law with respect to settlement. 

Mr Greene appeared at the bar with the report on the tariff re solutions ; and 
on the question that it be confirmed, Mr Spooner moved that its adoption be 
considered “ that day six months.” He supported his amendment by a speech 
advocating the principle of protection, tracing, however, all our social evils to 
the currency question, and the operation of the fatal bill of 1819, and professing 
himself an admirer and disciple of the views propounded by Sir James Graham 
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n his “ Corn and Currency.”— Sir George Clerk remarked on the incongruity of 
a discussion on our monetary system in connexion with a reduction of customs’ 
duties.—Mr. Newdegate having briefly supported the amendment, Mr Spooner 
withdrew it. The house then proceeded with the resolutions, a desultory debate i 
arising on various articles, “ bronze,” “ butter’ (on which there was a division, | 
when the majority in favour of the government was 102. Other articles in the 
tariff were then proceeded with, and on coming to the article of hosiery, a dis- 
cussion arose as to the condition of the frameworkers, on which a division ‘took 
place, when the government had a majority of 96. Other articles were then 
passed, and the remainder postponed until Monday night.

Mr TwyForp, for many years a magistrate at the chief police court, in Bow- 
street, has resigned his office, and his resignation has been accepted. Mr Henry, 
of the Lambeth police court, has been appointed to succeed him. 

CourT OF ComMoN CounciL.—On ‘Thursday a Court was held for the 
despatch of public business. The paper of business presented a long list, but the 
subject of greatest interest was a promised motion for the consideration of the 
propriety of providing better abodes for the worklng classes. The galleries were 
crowded with a most respectable auditory. The Court was occupied for a length 
of time in discussing the merits of a petition from the rector, churchwardens, and 
parishioners of St. James, Duke’s-place, for aid in the purchase of an organ. The 
petition was rejected by 54 to 42. Dr. Lynch then read and presented a petition 
to the Court from the Metropolitan Working Classes’ Association for improving 
the Public [Health, setting forth, that the Corporation have set an example of 
applying a sum of no less than £20,000 per annum to the improvement of the 
City as a part of the metropolis, and praying that a portion may be set apart for 
the improvement of the dwellings of the working classes. Dr. Lynch supported 
the petition in a speech which may enable us to form some estimate of the hor- 
rors by which we are surrounded. After a few members of the Council had 
spoken, the petition was agreed to by an unanimous majority, no more than 
than three hands being held up against it. 

ALARMING FirzE.—On Thursday morning, shortly after three o'clock, a fire 
broke out upon the premises belonging to Mr Kneller Smart, bullion-dealer and 
refiner, No, 60, Princes street, Leicester square. The fire was not entirely ex- 
tinguished until the stock in trade, fixtures, and utensils in the smelting house, 
were considerably injured. Mr Simuart was insured in the Sun Fire Office.

Loss OF THE GREAT LIVERPOOL.—Intelligence reached town on Saturday 
of the total loss of the Great Liverpool steamer, which took place on the 24th 
of February, at four in the morning, off Cape Finisterre, by getting on shoals. 
The catastrophe appears to have been the result of accident. It is said that no 
blame whatever attaches to Captain M‘I eod, the commander. Only three lives 
were lost, although it is stated there were about 150 souls on board. Mrs Archer, 
from Bomb:y, a Miss Morris, aged seven, and an Indian female servant, were 
the three that perished by the swamping of the boat while attempting to escape. 
Seventy-nine of the passengers, and twenty-one of the crew, have arrived at 
Southampton by the Pacha, which also had a narrow escape of being wrecked, 
having run on shore off Southampton.

Foreign ana Colonial. 


Amenica.—The packet ship Rochester, Captain Bristol, arrived at Liverpool, 
from New York, on Thursday, bringing us intelligence to the evening of the 2 Ist. 
By the Rochester we have news of the effect produced in America by the out- 
ward arrival of the steamer Cambria. Her arrival was looked for with much 
anxiety ; vessels had been chartered by the New York newspapers to cruise for 
vessels from Europe, and at the time of the Cambria reaching no news from 
England had been received for 31 days, and her advices extended over that un- 
usually long period of time. In order to convey an idea of the interest excited 
for this vessel’s arrival, we may mention that the New York papers had ex- 
presses from Halifax to New York at an expense of three thousand dollars. It 
was the first attempt ever made to run the news overland from this the first 
port at which the steamer touches. The Cambria did not beat the expresses, 
and was prevented being the herald into Boston of the intelligence she had con- 
veyed across the Atlantic. Instantly on the Cambria’s despatches being landed 
at Boston, expresses were dispatched in all directions, and it will scarcely be 
credited in England that the news from England was conveyed from Boston to 
New York, a distance of two hundred and fifty miles, in seyen hours twenty- 
five minutes. 

The debate upon the Oregon had been resumed in the Senate, but not yet 
brought to a conclusion. ‘Ihe speakers were for the most part on the pacific 
side of the question, but the arguments possess but little novelty. The new 
Tariff, or Customs Duties bill, had been introduced by Mr Walker, Secietary of 
State. 

Our news by the Rochester is of great interest, as conveying the feelings of 
the American nation on the great measure of free trade proposed by Sir Robert 
Peel, full details of which were taken out by the Cambria. All the papers hail 
it as the greatest blessing, and more especially as tending to force on a peaceful 
settlement of the Oregon question. War seems to be scouted as a thing not to 
be dreamt of, amid the joyous outburst of feeling consequent on such an early 
prospect of commercial union between the two countries. The Cambria’s news 
reached New York on the morning of the 19th, and was printed in extenso by 
the papers of that day. 

On the arrival at New York of the Cambria dispatches, the New York press, 
in giving vent to its satisfaction and delight, has the following :—‘“ The news 
from Europe received by the steamer is hailed by all classes as most pacific and 
favourable. ‘The expression of the Queen in her speech in parliament. and Sir 
R. Peel's remarks in the house, are so decidedly friendly, that all possibility of 
war from the other side is at an end. All the belligerent spirit is manifested 
here, and none by Great Britain. The news had an instant effect to carry up 
stock, and to give life and animation to everything. All was congratulation 
thut the tone is so different in England from what we receive from Washington. 
It is believed by all that this intelligence will have a decided influence in 
Congress, and that the measures that will be adopted in the senate will be of a 
character to meet the feeling manifested in Great Britain.” 

A terrible storm had raged along the American coast on the night of the 
14th ultimo, and the results are very calamitous. Ten vessels had been 
stranded on Swan Beach, and sixty human beings liad perished. The schooner 
Alabama, from Philadelphia, had struck. The crew were saved. The schooner 
Register, from Newburn, struck, and all were saved but one passenger, who was 
crushed todeath. The Swedish barque Lotty had got ashore, and the captain, 
D’Haen, and the mate were lost. She had gone to pieces. The barque New 
Jersey, Lewis, from Savannah, had also gone to pieces. 

West Inpres.—The Royal Mail Company’s ship 7erfot, W. Allan, commander, 
arrived at Southampton on Saturday afternoon, with mails from Mexico and the 
West Indies. The mails arrived in London at 4 o'clock by special train. 

The Teviot brings on freight 470,282 dollars (of which 66,102 a:e for account 
of the bondholders), 2 boxes of pearls, 772 ounces gold dust, 62 chests cigars, 8 
serons cochineal, 22 serons jalap, 4 serons sars”parilla, 7 cases seed potatoes, and 
other cargo, with 50 passengers. ‘This steamer experienced heavy weather after 
arrived two days before she 





was due. 

We have received our usual files of West India papers, but they contain little 
worthy of notice. The process of sugar making was going on with every pros- 
pect of a good crop, but the continuynce of drought had injured the canes in 
some districts: it ws severely felt at Barbadoes snd Trinidad. We perceive the 
same evil is springing up among the Coolies as has been complained of in the 
Isle of France, namely, the imposition and tyranny of the Sirdars. 

Buenos AYRES.—We have likewise received by the ‘Teviot the official account 
from Buenos Ayres of the battle of the Obligado, which confirms in all respects 
the details already published of the brilliant conduct of the British and French 
squadrons. The dates of their papers are of the 13th of December. On the 
27th of November the Buenos Ayres government published a decree, by which 


| all ships and their cargoes that may enter the river Parana under the protection 


of the combined naval forces are declared confiscated. 

THe PouisH INnsurrectTiox.—It is now beyond a doubt that the city of 
Cracow once more in the possession of the three protecting powers. 
Letters from Breslau of the 5th inst. state that both the Austrians and the 
Russians entered Cracow on the 3d, and that the Prussians, who had passed 
the frontiers, were to enter on the Sth. The insurgents had not offered the 
slightest resistance, and upwards of of them had surrendered to the 
conquerors. The Prussian State Gazette confirms this intelligence. General 
Collin, the Austrian commander-in-chief, put himself in communication with 
the Prussian General de Felden on the Ist, and at the same time entered into 
negotiations with the insurgents, who had previously shown a disposition to 
surrender the city. In the midst of the negotiations the Russian army, 
consisting of 5,000 men, which was on the frontiers, marched straight upon 
the city, and entered it without striking a blow. The city of Cracow is 
without any means of defence. A great number of the insurgents, secing 
the improbability of their being able to resist the combined attack of the 
Russian, Prussian, and Austrian forees, had previously quitted the city, 
directing their march towards Gallicia, where they will probably make some 
further resistance. The whole of the combined army directed against Cracow 
consists of about 13,000 men, of which 5,000 are Russians, 5,000 Austrians, 
and the remainder Prussians. ‘Three corps of insurgents have, at different 
times, left Cracow and its neighbourhood, in the hope of gaining the ¢ arpathian 
mountains. 

Gambia.---A Nantes journal states that a vessel has arrived there from 
Gambia with accounts confirming the report of the English settlers having 
taken possession of a large portion of the French territory at Albreda, and 
erected factories there, declaring that they did not recognise the rights of

France to the territory. The captain of the French brig of war has sent to his 
government an account of what has occurred, in order that the dispute may 
be settled by the French and English Cabinets.

G. H., Halford, puts the following questions :— 

A. invests 1004 ina speculation in England, from which he cannot, nor ever will, 
derive any return or benefit, and the whole profit arising to the community from 
the employment of the 100/, both directly and indirectly, being 2U/. 2nd, B. invests 
80/in a mining speculation in Peru, from which he never derives, nor ever can, any 
benefit or return. Is not one as great a loss to the country or community as the 
other ?—If A. invests 1004, from which nothing can ever be derived, the whole sum 
is lost to the community. The profits derived by the parties through whose hands 
it passes, and who are employed by it in the process of investment, is only equivale:t 
to the ordinary remuneration fer the capital and labour necessary to sustain such 
occupations ; but if nothing results from their labeur it is uscless, and an entire 
loss. Ifthe parties had not been so employed, they would have been engaged in 
more profitable occupation. So mach «f the capital as is actually saved and put 
aside as accumulation, may perhaps strictly be said not to be lost, but even then it 
must be borne in mind that the same accumulation would have taken place from 
capital if properly employed. If B. invests 80/ in a mining speculation in Peru, 
from which he never derives any profit, that sum is not more lost to the community 
than the 100/ spent at home. Practically the money of B. is sent to Peru in mant- 
factured goods, for which no return is made, but it has employed as much of the 
labour of tis country, and as great a portion of profit has attached to that employ- 
ment, as if the chject of investment were actually here.

THE NEXT POTATO CROP 

Sir,—Fveling assured that the predictions of the Hort’cultural Society 
are alarming the country very needlessly, I shall feel much obliged if you 
will allow me, through the medium cf your widely circulated jounnal, to cau- 
tion the growers ofthis valuable article from being afiaid of planting what 
appear to be now sound. The experiments tried, and mentioned by Dr Lind- 
ley, are no p. oof whatever that the disease will be greater this season than 
lust. That we shall have disease is beyond all doubts, which will continue 
until a different system is adopted in the cultivation altogether ; but I will 
venture to say that many good crops will this year be grown fiom the tubers 
which are now to aliaypearance sound, 1 have watclied the potato disease 
for nearly 30 years, and have frequently cautioned the cultivators, if the old 
systems were pursued, what would be the result. Ihave never yet had one 
diseased fiom my own seed, nor have those who have followed my system,

STATE OF THE CORN TRADE FOR THE WEEK. 

At Mark lane on Monday there was a very small show of wheat 
by land carriage samples from the home counties, and there were 
scarcely any arrivals from Norfolk, Lincolnshire, aud Cambridgeshire; 
the weather having changed from damp and mild to dry, frosty, and 
cold, the samples were in better condition than of late, and a good 
steady demand was experienced for white at an advance of Is to 2s 
per quarter on the rates of this day se'’nninght ; and fine red brought 
ls per quarter more money, whilst the damp and inferior descriptions 
remained unsold at the close of the market. Free foreign was in fair 
request, and the business done was at quite as high prices as those of 
last week ; the fresh importations were principally from the southern 
ports of Europe, and consisted of 2,500 qrs from Alexandria, 410 from 
Alicante, 20 from Calicratia, 1,150 from Ibrail, 817 from Malta, 1,160 
from Marseilles, 1,800 from Naples, 112 from New Orleans, 200 from 
Odessa, 400 from Smyrna, !,400 from ‘Trieste, 1,400 from Venice, mak- 
ing a total of 11,309 quarters. There was, however, no speculative 
enquiry for the article, the purchases made being principally by the 
millers who took several parcels for immediate use at full rates, pay- 
ing duty thereon by certificates. Flour moved off slowly, but no change 
occurred in the value of any description; the top price of town made 
continues to be quoted at 53s per sack. ‘The arrivals of English were 
4,028 sacks, of Canadian 1,016 barrels, with 1,088 sacks from Nantes, 
and 7,497 barrels from America. 

Barley being only in moderate supply, the finest qualities were 
taken off readily at an enhancement of Is per qr, and other sorts 
brought quite as much money. The supply of Euglish was 4,019 qrs, 
with 36 from Scotland. The supply of oats continues very mode- 
rate, the receipts being 2,492 qrs L:nglish, 422 Scotch, 2,735 Irish, 
2,796 foreign; making a total of 8,445 qrs during the week, and 
the fresh arrivals consisted of only a few vessels with this article, 
from Lincolnshire and Scotland. Good corn met a moderately fair 
sale, at rather over the currency of last week; but no variation 
vaiue of other sorts. Good dry beans realized 
former prices; but soft new barely supported previous terms: the 
arrivals were 1,247 qrs of English, and 2,439 of foreign ; the latter 
from Maltaand Naples. Boiling peas brought full rates, but other 
ae were taken slowly; the supp'y was 710 qrs of English, with 

314 qrs from Malta. 

The arrivals of wheat at Liverpool, on Tuesday, were to a fair ex- 
tent, amounting to 4,622 qrs from Ireland, and 452 coastwise. The 
trade was firmer, and having a good attendance of millers, a good 
demand was experienced for both old and new, for immediate use, 
at an advance of fully 2d per 70 lbs on the currency of this day 
se’nnight ; average 49s 3d on 3,685 qrs. The importations of foreign 
consisted of 2,556 qrs from the Mediteranean, 520 from Canada, 
and 1815 from the United States. ‘The only transaction that was 
reported was a sale of a cargo of fine Rostock at 7s 3d per 70 lbs. 
The arrivals of flour were large, amounting to 7,051 sacks and 500 
barrels from Ireland, 16 sacks coastwise, 2,202 barrels from Canada, 
and 21,577 barrels from the United States. English and Irish was 
taken at an advance of Is and Is 6d per sack, and for Canadian ls 
to Is 6d per barrel more money was obtained; under lock, about 
8,000 barrels of Western Canal sweet sold at 27s, sour at 24s, and 
New Orleans, at 25s per barrel. Fine qualities of malting barley 
were scarce, and such inquired for at last week's prices. Dry and 
fine English beans were 61 to Js per qr dearer. Oats were 1d per 
45 lbs higher, the best mealing sorts were held for 3s 6d per 45 Ibs. 
Oatmeal of good quality, which was scarce, brought 1s per load more 
money. Some sales have been made of Indian corn in bond at 3!s 
for red, and 32s per 480 Ibs for white. 

At Hull the farmers brought a fuir supply of wheat at market, 
the condition being somewhat improved; the best samplcs were taken 
by the millers at last weeks’s prices, other sorts were neglected ; 
average 47s 8d on 1048 qrs. ‘There was some inquiry for bonded, 
without, however, leading to business. 

There was a moderate arrival of wheat at Leeds, and a fair demand 
was experienced for the best runs at former rates, but other quali- 
ties were very upsaleable; the average was 59s 10d on 5211 qrs. 
Barley was taken more freely, and the best qualities were ls per qr 
dearer. 

At Lewes there was a large supply of wheat, which met an ani- 
mated demand, and prices were in most cases the turn in favour of 
the seller; average 54s 9d on 338 qrs. 

Having a small supply of wheat at Lynn and the condition being 
improved, the best samples were taken at Is per qr advance, and for 
secondary sorts late rates were obtained ; average 47s ]jd on 2,614 
qrs. Fine barley was Is per qr dearer; the best malting samples 
brought 32s to 33s per qr. 

‘lhere was a fair quantity of wheat offering at Spalding, and the 
best qualities brought ls per qr more moncy; average 50s 6d on 
953 qrs. 

On Wednesday at Mark lane the fresh arrivals of all English grain

| qualities, were not higher. 
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were very limited, and there were no supplies from Ireland of any 
article, but a fair quantity of foreign wheat and a few cargoes of oats 
came to hand. A steady demand was experienced for wheat at the 
currency of Monday. Barley, beans, and peas were taken to a 
moderate extent at previous prices. Good oats met a fair sale at full 
rates, and other descriptions, though not so freely taker, were quite 
as dear. 

At Stockton there was a good supply of wheat from the growers, as 
also a fair arrival coastwise, which met a good demand at fully the 
currency of last week; average 51s 9d on 168 qrs. Flour was unalter- 
ed in value. There was 9 somewhat better enquiry for malting bar- 
ley, but no advance could be obtained. 

The market at Boston was not so well supplied with grain, the far- 
mers being busy iu the fields. Fine fresh threshed wheat sold readi- 
ly at an improvement of ls to 2s per qr, but other sorts continue ne- 
glected: red 48s to 54s, fine 55s to 56s; white 50s to 56s, fine 57s to 
58s per qr. A brisk demand was experienced for oats for seed, as 
well as for shipment to London, and all descriptions brought an 
advance of 2s per quarter. Beans were obtainable on easier terms. 

The farmers being busy sowing, there were smaller supplies of both 
wheat and barley at Edinburgh than for some weeks past, but of other 
articles a fair quantity was on sale. ‘The condition and quality of the 
wheat being improved, the trade was firm, and prices advanced |s to 2s 
per qr on late rates, andfor old there was more enquiry; nochange,how- 
ever, occurred in the value of such, but for bonded there was very little 
demand. Barley being held 1s per qr higher, but not so readily sold, 
whilst beans and peas were the turn lower. 

Business at Glasgow has become rather more active, and fine wheat 
sold readily at full prices, and new, of good quality, was likewise in 
improved request. For flour, the best descriptions maintained late 
prices ; other sorts were slow of sale. Oats were 6d per boll dearer, 
and meal advanced Is per load. 

The weekly averages announced on Thursday were 54s 10d on 
107,183 qrs wheat ; 29s 3d on 89,510 barley ; 21s 10d on 50,098 oats ; 
33s 6d on 371 rye; 34s 11d on 12,922 beans ; 33s 8d on 3,250 peas, 
The duties remained the same as last week. 

At Birmingham fine wheat was in good request, and an advance of 
fully 1s per qr was obtained, the supply not being equal to the demand ; 
average, 55s 14d on 1,813 qrs. Fine barley brought Is to 2s per qr 
more money. Oats were firm, but higher rates could not be obtained. 
The average of wheat in the neighbouring towns was 54s 59d on 1,850 
qrs at Worcester; 55s 6d on 1,292 qrs at Wolverhampton; and 
55s 4d on 417 qrs at Gloucester. 

Having only moderate supplies of English wheat at Bristol, prices 
advanced |s to 2s per qr ; average, 51s 2d on 376 qrs. In bond some 
Flour was in bet- 
ter demand, but higher rates were not obtainable. Superior malting 
barley was Is per qr dearer, but secondary sorts, as well as grinding 
‘The transactions in oats were very li- 
mited, owing to the consuinption being checked by the extreme mild- 
ness of the weather, and prices were quoted about the same as 
last week. 

There was a small supply of wheat at Uxbridge, which sold at 
2s per qr over the currency of last week; average 64s 7d on 754 
qrs. In other grain there was more business transacted than of 
late, and prices were the turn in favour of the seller. 

On Friday at Mark lane there were good arrivals of English grain 
as well as of foreign wheat, but from Ireland no supplies came to 
hand. A steady sale was experienced for the best qualities of wheat 
at fully last Monday’s currency. Barley was quite as dear, and in 
fair demand. Beans and pecs were taken at previous prices. Oats 
were held at enhanced rates, but there was only a moderate business 
transacted, principally to the consumers, who took such quantities 
as they required for immediate use, at fully as much money.

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FOREIGN GRAIN MARKETS. 
Tue number of grain-laden vessels which passed the Sound and Belt 
for England from the 26th February to the 3rd Mareh were 3 wheat and 
1 barle y. 

The corn markets in the Baltic are quiet, with very little business 
doing; the weather was generally mild, and the navigation is re-opening 
rapidly. At Danzig, good high-mixed' wheat costs 54s to 55s per qr., 
but there are only sellers of small parcels at these prices; the principal 
holders ask 2s to 3s more money. The disturbances in Poland are not 
yet quelled, and it is very questionable whether any wheat whatever 
will be sent from that country to Danzig this year, and the deliveries 
to the East (Odessa) will be greatly diminished by the interruption in 
the course of industry. At Elbing, Stettin, and Rostock, there was no 
disposition to give way in prices; 61 lbs to 62 lbs red Uckermark is held 
at 478 ; 62 lbs to 63lbs Pommeranian at 48s to 48s 6d per qr, f. 0. b. ; freight 
8s 6d to 8s 9d per qr to London} 

At Hamburgh the market is very dull, and tendency downwards, and the 
Dutch and Belgian markets are likewise cheaper. 

At Marseilles about 100,000 qrs of wheat have been entered for consump- 
tion; the disposable stock in bond, for exportation, is about 28,000 qrs 
only. 

Great activity was manifested at Odessa in the corn trade, and upwards 
of 20,000 qrs of wheat were purchased since the date of our preceding 
advices. No purchases were made for England ; Italian and Greek houses 
were the only buyers, and prices are one rouble per chet. higher. The 
good sorts of Polish wheat cost 37s per qr, free on board. 

The prices of wheat in the Mediterranean ports are much too high for 
England, and nothing can be imported now through the Straits of Gibraltar 
from the countries eastward, without leaving a very heavy loss of from 10 
to 15 percent. The prices advance at Odessa, in the face of a serious 
decline quoted from England.—Body and Co.'s Cirewar.

COMMERCIAL NEWS AND MISCELLANIES. 


Exrortation oF Beer.—The Lords Commissioners of the Treasury 
have commanded the Commissioners of Excise to permit the exporta- 
tion of bottled strong beer on drawback, in cases containing two 
dozen quart or two dozen pint bottles, provided the cases be pro- 
perly secured, and the quantity of beer exported at any one time be 
not less than thirty-six gallons. The former order sanctioned the 
exportation of the article in cases, instead of only, as was previously 
the case, in casks, the order now issued referring to the quantity 
only which is to be so packed in each case, no alteration being made 
in the total quantity to be exported at any one time. 

Coat anv Iron.—Look at tie increase of coal mined for every five 
years in Pennsylvania: in 1821 1,073 tons, in 1825 48,047 do., in 1831 
176,820 do., in 1836 682,428 do, in 1841 1,015,214 do., and in 1845 
2,006,978 do. This coal trade annually brings in 8,000,000 dollars to 
be distributed among farmers, labourers, &c. of that state, and has 
built up cities, towns, and villages. ‘The iron manufacture is not less 
important. In 1832 Pennsylvania manufactured about one-third of 
the amount made in the whole Union. 

Tue Overtanp Mart.—Cartsrxune, Feb. 18.—An agent of the 
Austrian Lloyd's Association has just left us, after closing an agree- 


ment with the railway company here, by virtue of which a special 


engine will be laid on the line for the further conveyance of the In- 
dian mail-bag from Bruchsal to Mannheim at all times. In this im- 
portant event for Germany our authorities made the most ready ad- 
vances towards him. The same agent has made similar agreements 
with the directors of the Belgian railroads, the Aix-la-Chapelle and 
Cologne line, and the Rhenish Steam Packet Conveyance Company. 
From thence his route lay through Wurtemberg and Bavaria back 
to ‘Trieste. ‘The Indian mail will now come regularly through Ger- 
many every three weeks, and in a double direction besides, 
one time on the way to Trieste, and the other from that place 
back to London. For the sake of experiment, however, the Mar- 
seilles route will still remain in use for some time longer. ‘The Indian 
mail-bag contains every time about 40,000 letters, which, together 
with the newspapers, make a total weight of 50 cwt. 
port of this heavy burden three baggage waggons are requisite, for 
which, at every station which has still no steam power at its com- 
mand, fourteen horses must be kept in readiness, A single journey 
from India to London costs 30,000 florins. Important as this channel 
of connexion may already appear, its importance is still further in- 


creased by the fact that the conveyauce of travellers and finer goods | 


will be made in that direction. A serious competition on the part of 
France is the less to be feared, as the Offenburg and Constance line 
through the Kinzig valley will soon be opened ; and, with the watch- 
fulness of the government of Austria over all the weighty interests 
of the country, there is no doubt that the Breganz and Verona 
line will next be called into existence. From Verona to Vicenza it 
is being rapidly constructed, and thence to Venice the line has 
already been in operation for a short time.—Cologne Gazette. 
Sratistics or Savixcs Banxs.—In the county of the Farmer's 
Friend par excellence (Buckinghamshire), there is a population of 
55,989 souls, with four savings banks, and deposits, amounting to 
128,000/ from 4,657 depositors ; being less than seventeen shillings 
per soul, and an average of 27/ to =a depositor. Manufacturing Lan- 
cashire contains 1,667,061 souls, and has thirty-five savings banks, 
with deposits, amounting to 1,980,000/, from 65,402 depositors: being 
nearly li 4s per soul, and an average of 30/ to each depositor. These 
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results are not such as some would lead us to expect; this is pro- 
bably the explanation—the mass of the people, whether in manu- 
facturing or agricultural districts, are not able to invest at all; but 
trade naturally favours the growth of a middle claes, and of 





clerks, well-to-do artizans, and so forth, who can constantly 
spare something. ‘The large results are striking enough, 
The totel amount of all the savings banks is 27,639,000/, 


belonging to 990,545 individuals; a wonderful sum (even after all 
allowances are made for the arts, by which persons of substance 
contrive to invest money for the sake of the advantages these banks 
hold out), and such an instance of industry, forethought, and wealth 
as the world cannot parallel. Then take a few of the lesser aggre- 
gates. Yorkshire yields 2,105,000/, Middlesex 3,524,000/, London, 
within the walls, from three banks, 986,000/, of which alone that of 
Bishopgate holds the enormous sum of 8!1,000/, and is the only saving 
bank, we believe, that keeps open every day.—Prat's Summary.

Considering the large supplies of China silk during the last year, it 
is not a matter of surprise that this description shows a reduction of 
price of about 15 percent. Bengal and other kinds have not, how- 
ever, suffered a reduction of more than one shilling per lb. during 
that period. 

The import from China has reached as nearly as possible the esti- 
mate made at this time last year. On the 15th of February, we esti- 
mated the supply at 10,000 to 12,000 bales ; it has been 11,358. In the 
present year, the supply is expected to be considerably larger, the 
most correct estimates making it at least 18,000 bales; and we are 
disposed to think that it will rather exceed than fall short of that 
quantity. 

From Bengal, as far as we can judye by the shipments in the last 
months of the year to December, a large portion of which will arrive 
for the present year’s supply, we may expect a somewhat larger 
quantity than last year. ‘Ihe latest accounts, however, represent the 
article as being held at higher prices than buyers for this market 
could give.

The large and increasing quantities of Italian silks consumed in 
the manufactures of Switzerland and Germany is especially worthy 
of remark. In the latter country especially there appears every pro- 
bability of our finding a considerable market for our Bengal and 
— silks, of which already some considerable export has taken 
place.

New York, Feb. 21.—The news by the Cambria has given the greatest 
delight. Stocks are all rising ; everything looks well for business.

‘The total stock in Europe, according to the preceding table, ap- 
ears to be materially less than last year, but adding the quantity 
ield by the Dutch speculators, it is about equal to that of the same 
period in 1845, when there was a considerable surplus compared with 
1844 and 1843. ‘The value of foreign coffee, both here and on the 
continent, is nearly upon a par with the three previous years. It 
will be seen that the apparent deficiency of the year’s stock is 
divided amongst all the six enumerated markets, with the exception 
of Trieste. The quantity held on speculation in Holland is now de- 
clared for public sale on the 24th of March, and it is believed that 
if it meets with buyers at fair prices, this will give some relief to 
the depressed state of the markets; higher prices are not, however, 
anticipated, nor are there any circumstances to warrant such, a 
steadier trade being all that can be expected. 

The value of the descriptions of coffee required for the consump- 
tion of this country have again experienced a material decline; the 
deliveries have not, however, increased, being only about equal to 
last year’s, whilst the consumption is good ; the expectation that the 
differential duty would be removed or lessened has induced pur- 
chasers to hold back, but this not being realised, a better demand is 
likely to take place.

Of the foreign descriptions, there is in the different European 
markets nearly the same quantity on hand as at the same period in 
1845, but considerably more than in both the previous years. Of 
British colonial sugar, the stock in this country is much less than 
last year, but larger than in 1844 and 1843. The value of most de- 
scriptions of foreign sugar is very nearly equal to the average of the 
three preceding years. British colonial sugar in bond is about 15 
per cent dearer than last year’s, but the duty paid price is, in conse- 
quence of the lower duty to the consumer, about 10 per cent lower. 

The supply of foreign sugar for the consumption of Europe is likely 
to be ample, though the accounts of the Brazil crop have latterly 
been unfavourable ; still prices have become moderate enough to be 
maintained, if circumstances do not arise which may materially re- 
duce the consumption on the continent. 

In this country the deliveries for home consumption, during the 
two first months of the year, are scarcely larger than last year. The 
supposition of a further reduction of the duty, and the deranged 
state of the money market, have operated unfavourably upon the 
trade, which, however, has lattterly shown considerable symptoms of 
improvement. 

CEYLON PLANTING REPORT.

From Dee, 15th, 1845, to Jan. 14th, 1846.

FOREIGN TRADE AND MARKETS, 

THE hope which was entertained that business on the continent of Europe 
would before this resume its steady and regular course, after the stagnation 
which prevailed so long, remains unfortunately yet unfulfilled. Instead of 
an improvement, complaints of the state of trade are more frequent and 
more general than ever. Political events aggravate the evil; the insurrec- 
tion in Poland affects the business in colonial produce and manufactured 
goods in the north and east of Europe. Debtors do not pay, and, as a mat- 
ter of course, new engagements are entirely declined. The late fair at 
Frankfort on the Oder has turned out the worst almost ever known. The 
Royal Bank at Berlin and Stettin,have reduced the rate of discount, and 
thus endeavoured to afford some relief to the most pressing exigencies, but 
not sufficiently so to mend matters materially. Stocks and railroad shares 
are declining in value everywhere. A heavy pressure is expected to be felt 
on the continent, as the outstanding railway calls must be paid. Accord- 
ing to a recent calculation, the Prussian and Saxon railroads alone, which 
are quoted in the Berlin share lists, require an outlay of about 22 millions 
sterling ; of these 13 millions have been paid. The roads which have been 
paid up in full were estimated at a cost of 5,500,000/ sterling, but to com- 
plete them upwards of 2,000,000/ beyond the estimates have been required ; 
their cost is thus about 7,500,000/. The railroads now constructing have 
been, no doubt, under-estimated in the same proportion. If so, 15,000,000/ 
would be required to complete them within the three years. How is such 
an amount to be raised, when, under much more favourable circumstances, 
it required eight years to furnish the 13,000,000/ which have been paid, and 
when it is considered that this was only achieved with the greatest difli- 
culty and great sacrifices ? 

The want of sufficient banking accommodation is severely felt on the con- 
tinent of Europe, especially in Germany. However respectable, opulent, 
and numerous, the private bankers may be, they are not sufficient for the 
requirements of an increased and increasing trade. The public, or joint 
stock binks in Germany, are either under government controul or otherwise 
insufficient to answer the ends. The continental governments have gene- 
rally evinced a disinclination to countenance independent and powerful 
establishment of this kind, preferring their own monopoly, and looking 
upon them in some degree as a rival political power. Only lately at Ham- 
burgh, when an attempt was made by some eminent mercliants to establish 
a discount bank, it was found that doubts existed as to the legality of 
such an institurion; and, instead of the law being altered, the plan was 
abandoned. 





Havre, March 7,—Cotton—There has been a considerable fluctuation this week ; 
the market opened with briskness and prices advanced, but since Wednesday the arrivals 
being beavy, and the accounts from the United States considered less favourable, it 
has given way again. The sales are 6,500 bales, arrivals 14,000 bales, stock 45,000 
bales against 57,000 bales in 1845, and 110,000 bales in 1844, Cuffee—Our market has 
remain-d very quiet, the sales are about 2,200 bags, including 1,500 bags damaged Rio; 
no change in prices, Sugar—The value has been supported, and 700 bhds have met 
with buyers, upon the whole with a quiet market. The imports into all the French 
ports for the firsttwo months of 1846 amounts to 7,300 tons against 168,000 tons in 
1845.

ANTWERP March 7.—Coffee—The demand has been rather more lively, though prices 
are not better.

The sales for the week are about 
Sugar—Holders having submitted to further decline, sales have again 
been extensive, but entirely for export; our consumers still holding off. Refined re- 
mains as dull as ever. Cotton—Prices are extremely firm; but the want of a sufficient 
assortment has prevented business of any moment; the sales are only 300 bales of Ame- 
rican. Rice—For export 350 barrels of Carolina have been taken; the lower qualities 
are most saleable. Hides—Though less business than last week, there rema‘ns a fair 
demand ; 6,500 dry Buenos Ayres have been sold at full prices. Whale Oil—In better 
demand. Tallow—Inland produce meets with buyers; of Russian scarcely any on 
hand. The Corn Markets in the interior, as well as ours, are declining for almost every 
description ot grain, principally in consequence of the large supply received from 
abroad. Ashes—Of America 300 barrels have met with buyers. Russia, entirely neg- 
lected. 

AMSTERDAM, March 9.—Coffee—Very little doing, on account of the proximity of the 
sales ; 500 bags of brazil only sold at former prices. Sugar—Of raw, the sales are only 
200 hhds of Surinam and 900 baskets of Java; in refined there have been considerable 
contracts for delivery, and the market is materially better. Indigo —Purchases during 
the week are but trifling. Hides and Skins—The result of the public sales has been 
unsatisfactory, only one-third of the quantity offered mecting with buyers; East India 
scarce, and wanted. Cotton—Holders are very firm; little offering ; 450 bags sold. 
Rice heavy. Rapeseed in demand, and dearer for delivery. The Corn Market is dull, 
and without business to any extent, or for other purposes than the immediate wants of 
the country. 

Hampurcu, March 6.—Coffee—Prices are unaltered, though purchases have been 
inconsiderable, amounting altegether only to 2,500 bags of Kio. Sugar—The sales are 
800 boxes of Havana and 1,000 baskets of Java; prices have not varied, Cotton—The 
market has become dull; only 150 bales American have been bought. Spelter—The 
market is rather better, 150 tons having been sold at a trifling improvement, The Corn 
Market is dull and depressed.

At the Manchester and Birmingham meeting, the shareholders 


received the best test of the soundness of their views in rejecting | 


the first terms proposed for amalgamation with the London and 
Birmingham Company, by which they were to have been secured 
6 per cent on their capital, by the declaration ofa dividend of 8 per 
cent. The passengers have increased during the past year from 
471,938 to 7 46,254, and the receipts from 58,747/ to 71,595/, being 
an increase of no less than 12,848/. After calling attention to the 
progress of the bills with which this Company is connected, and 
expressing his conviction that the Direct London and Manchester 
scheme would fail, a petition with 87 allegations having been pre- 
sented against it, the chairman, Mr Westhead, spoke in high terms 
of Mr George Ste phenson, and expressed a hope that the. day was 
not far distant when a suitable memorial would be presented to 
the founder of the whole system—a hope in which, we are sure, 
he will be cordially joined ‘by the whole railway world. 

Ata special meeting of the London and Biemingham Company, 
it has been resolved to purchase that portion of the Trent Valley 
Railway—three-ninths—held by the public, on the terms already 
stated in our paper, viz.: 23/ premium on the 5/ paid. The remain- 
ing six-ninths are held by the amalgamated companies, the Lon- 
don and Birmingham, the Grand Junction, and the Manchester 
and Birmingham, Although the Trent Valley line is nominally 
bought by the London and Birmingham Company, it will of course 
merge into the amalgamated Company as soon as the act au- 
thorizing the amalgamation has received the royal assent. 

It appears from the report presented to the meeting of the Trent 
Valley Company, that forty-two miles of land out of the fifty 
required, have been purchased, and that the remaining eight are 
expected to be very shortly in possession of the Company. The 
meeting approved of the sale of the;line to the London and Bir- 
mingham Company. After the business of the meeting was con- 
cluded, about 100 of the Company partook of lunch at the Pala- 
Mr Tootal in the chair, who announced, that it was 
the intention of the amalgamated Companies to carry parcels 
under 12lb. weizht from London to Manchester and Liverpool, at 
a uniform rate of 1s. 

At the Croydon meeting on Tuesday, a report was read, from 
which it appears that there has been an increase in the receipts, 
as compared with the corresponding period of last year, of 
5,4231, of which 4,460/ has been derived from traffic, and 963/ 
from tolls. The directors attribute the increase to the low charges 
established on the line, and express an opinion that the charges 
have not yet attained their mimimum. On this subject, the 
Chairman, in his address, stated that a proposition had been made 
to the Company by an association, which proposes to erect vil- 
lages for the working classes at 6 or 8 miles from London, and 
by aslight rent charge give the occupiers a passage by the rail- 
way to and from London daily to attend to their various employ- 
ments. He was not at present prepared to say how far it might 
be carried out, but he thought it practicable, the only difficulty 
being that passengers took up so much more room than goods, 
to the carriage of which it would in some measure assimilate.

RAILWAY MEETINGS. 


MancHesTER AND BirnmincuaM.—The half-yearly meeting of this 
company was held yesterday week, at the London road station, Man- 
chester, for the purpose of transacting the business of the company. 
Mr J. R. Westhead took the chair. Mr Latham, the secretary, read 
the report of the directors. It announced a continued increase in 
the merchandise and passenger traffic, as shown by the following

Total increase, 12,847/; thus exhibiting 59 per cent increase in the number of passen- 
gers; 21 per cent in the receipts; 108 per cent in the weight of goods; 24 per cent in 
the receipts. On the Ist of July last large reductions in the rates for the conveyance 
of goods were made in conjunction with the London and Birmingham. A consider- 
able increase in the working expenses will be observed, consequent upon the large 
accession of traffic, at low prices; but of the effect of these reductions, in reference to 
the cost of working the line, the directors cannot at present form a correct estimate ; 
they, however, regard the measure as certainly beneficial to the public, and likely to 
prove favourable to the interests of the proprietors. From the accounts it appeared 
that a disposable balance of 59,546/ remains for the purpose of dividends, &c. ; and the 
directors recommend that the sum of 57,600/ be distributed amongst their proprietors, 
being at the rate of 8 per cent per annum, or 32s per each 40/ share; 38 23d each 10/ 
share, 4i paid; 1s 74d each 10/ share, 2/ paid. The contractor is rapidly completing 
the Macclesfield branch by laying down the second line of rails, which will, it is 
hoped, be ready by June, and preparations for the carriage of goods are now con- 
eluded. The works on the Ashton branch are contracted for, and the undertaking is 
proceeding satisfactorily. The South junction and Altrincham railway company have 
let their contracts, and the works wil] be vigorously pressed forward.” 

The chairman, in the course of some observations, said he had re- 
ceived a letter asking a grant for a church in the neighbourhood of 
Longsight, and another in the neighbourhood of Alderley. The 
chairman suggested that the letters be referred to the amalgamated 
companies, and this suggestion was agreed to amid applause. The 
same course was also adopted in regard to an application from the 
lessees of the Manchester race-course for a grant in aid of their 
funds. ‘The report was unanimously adopted, the dividend declared, 
and the retiring directors re-elected. 

Trent Vatitey.—The half-yearly meeting was held in the town 
hall, Manchester, on Monday, Mr Edmund Peel, M.P., presiding. 
Mr Watkin, the secretary, read the report. It intimated the directors’ 
satisfaction with reference to the progress of the works and the 
financial position of affairs, and went on to congratulate the share- 


holders 

“ That in little more than six months from the passing of the act, the land required 
fer forty-two miles of the railway had been purchased, and the land for the remaining 
eight miles would shortly be in possession. The manner in which the first call has been 
met testified that so long as the shares remain in the hands of such a body of capitalists 
as their present proprietors, no genera) monetary embarrassments would prevent the 
most confident dependence upon the regular and certain payment of the calls.

financial report showed a total receipt since the last meeting of proprietors of £179,097, 
a total disbursement of £119,659/, and a balance in hand to the 3ist of January of 
£135,225. The terms entered into with the London and Birmingham, to purchase the 
interest held by the general body of proprietors, were at £23 premium (or £28) per 
share ; payment to be made in cash, on the 15th of April next, or, at the option of the 
London and Birmingham, payment to be deferred, on the allowance of interest at five 








per cent, until the 15th of July next. The directors concluded their report by congra- 
tulating the proprietors on the opportunity now open for that intimate union with, and 
community of capital and of interest in, the great companies (now amalgamated), which 
the labours and the repeated struggles of these who advocated a shortened and improved 
route for the great manufacturing districts to the metropolis, deserved to bring about 
and have finally effected. The engineer’s report stated that the earth-work throughout 
the whole line may be said to be in full operation, and at many points considerable pro- 
gress is made. About 2,500 men are now on the line, and about 350,000 cubic yards of 
earth-work have been executed.” E 

The accounts to the 3ist January showed the receipts to have been 
254,884/., and the expenditure 119,696/. The chairman, in moving 
the adoption of the report, congratulated the meeting upon the fact 
that they were now able to meet, and after having only paid 57 per 
share, to sell their property at a profit of 23/ per share. He attributed 
the merits of the present arrangement to Mr Edward Tootal, who had 
conceived the line, and to whose untiring energy their present proud 
position was owing. The motion having been seconded, was passed ; 
as were also several others of a character complimentary to the offi- 
cers of the company. ‘The proceedings of the special meeting then 
commenced, and the conditions of the proposed sale to the London 
and Birmingham company were read and approved, after which | 
the meeting separated. 

Lonpon anp BirmMincuaM.—This company held a special meeting | 
on Monday, in order that the shareholders might confirm, or other- 
wise, a conditional agreement for the sale and transfer to them of the 
Trent Valley continuation line (as mentioned in the previous meet- 
ing). ‘he chairman, Mr George Carr Glyn, in proposing a resolution 
to this purpose, reminded the proprietors that last year it had been | 
agreed that they should become the lessees of the line under con- 
sideration, in co-partnership with the Grand junction, and Manchester | 
and Birmingham. An act, authorising this step, or the sale if pre- 
ferable, had been accordingly obtained, but in drawing up the deeds 
for the lease certain technical objections had occurred, which led 
them to consider a direct money bargain better, and accordingly they 
had determined to buy the three-ninths of the shares, which was the | 
amount held by the Trent Valley proprietors, they already holding 
in conjunction with the other two companies mentioned the other 
six-ninths interest. Before’ putting the resolution, the chairman, in 
reply to a question from Mr Cassom, said that the purchase money, 
which amounted to 584,000/, was payable on the 15th of April. He 
trusted that the call recently made of 8/ per share would enable them 
to pay this sum on that day, and supersede the necessity of taking 
advantage of an arrangement by which they are permitted to post- 
pone payment till July 15th, by paying 5 per cent interest in the 
meantime. ‘The resolution was carried unanimously. 

LonpoNDERRY AND ENNISKILLEN.—A_ special meeting of the 
proprietors was held on Monday at the offices, Church passage, 
Guildhall; Mr J. G. Frith in the chair; when the provisions of a 
bill for altering the line, and for extending it to Omagh and the 
bridge of Londonderry, were unanimously agreed to. A saving cf 
funds by this means will be effected to the extent of 209,000. The 
engineer's report states that that part of the line between Derry 
and Strabane will be ready for opening in August next. 

Lonpon anp Croyvon.—The half-yearly meeting was held on 
Wednesday, at the London bridge terminus, Mr W. A. Wilkinson 





in the chair, Mr Young, the secretary, read the report. It stat- 

ed that— \ 
** The receipts of the Croydon railway have been greater than those of the corre- 

sponding half-year by 5,423]. OF this the increase upon traffic has been 4,460], and of | 


tolls 9621. The expenses have, however, been much increased, particularly in the 
maintenance of way. The increase of the short traffic they attribute to the low charges 
estublished, and the amount of accommodation afforded ; and they are of opinion that 
a beneficial result would attend a still further reduction of fare, and they only await 
the means, which they hope soon to have at their disposal, fur affording a greater 
amount of accommodation, and effecting this further reduction. The bill for the 
amalgamation of this company with the Brighton is before parliament. The Ports- 
mouth bill awaits the decision of one branch of the legislature, on the justice of which 
decision your directors confidently rely, A guarantee had been given by this board, 
that in the event of a failure, the expenses to the Kent line proprietors should not ex 

ceed 103 per share, and in return for this guarantee the directors of the Kent Atmo- 
spheric line have entered into an arrangement with this company as to toll, of a similar 
character to that which was formerly assented to by the South Eastern company. Cir 

cumstances, however, have rendered it advisable for the Kent Atmospheric company 
to make arrangements with the North Kent company, by which such portion of the 
scheme of the former as competed with that of the latter, has been abandoned, 
Arrangements have been made for possession of a large wharf and dock, adjoining her 
Majesty's Victualling yard, at Deptford, and within a mile of the ra'lway; and a bill 
is now before parliament to enable this company to construct a line from thence to 
New Cross, by which a very advantageous coal and goods trade will be secured fur all 
the lines making use of the Croydon trunk. Since the 19th of January one half of your 
line has been worked by atmospheric traction, aud taking into consideration the 
novelty of the process, its junction with the locomotive system, upon a line with large 
traffic, running trains each way every hour throughout the day, this has been eff-cted 
with very little interruption. The inter:uption which has occurred has mainly resulted 
from the inadequate strength of the moving parts of the engines, and the inefficient 
working of the air-pump valves. Means have been taken for remedying these defects 
as soon as practicable. and avoiding their recurrence for the future; and when they 
shall be remedied, and the system put into entire operation, your directors are per 
suaded that you will derive from it all the advantages which hare been anticipated, 
The progress of the Epsom line has been very much delayed by the difficulty of ob- 
taining possession of the land; the works are, however, in active operation, and your 
directors confidently expect their completion in the ensuing autumn. The profit and 
loss account for the half-year shows a balance in favour of the company of 22,812/; 
out of which your directors recommend a dividend of 10s per share to be declared.” 


The Chairman, in addressing the meeting, said the” working ex- 
penses had been so considerable as to place it out of their power 
of paying a larger dividend than 10s per share. The capabilities of 
the line were more and more in course of development, and the 
directors were of opinion that a still further reduwetion of fares 
would tend greatly to the advantage of the line. An association 
had been recently established in London for improving the dwellings 
of the working classes. <A very intelligent member of that asso- 
ciation considered it would be an error of judgment to improve 
the inhabitants in London, and had repeatedly urged the erection 
of suitable tenements within five or six miles of London, in or- 
der that they and their families might enjoy the pure air of the 
country; and an eminent architect proposed to build villages in 
the vicinity of London, to charge an additional rent upon them, 
which should be paid to the company (a proposition haviog been 
made to them on the subject) whether the people went by the 
railway or not, or whether the houses remained full or empty. If

they, therefore, could carry live lumber at the same rate as dead, 
and not to start the trains unless full or paid for, he saw no rea- 
gon why they should not accept the proposition, and bring an ad- 
ditional amount of traffic on their line—in fact, to make it a per- 
fect street—thus increasing their profits and conferring great ad 
| vantages on the industrious classes of the community. ‘The 
more he saw of the atmospheric system, the more was he con- 
vinced that it would realise all the expectations entertained. 
‘They had no doubt committed a great mistake in not putting the 
whole under the management of Mr Samuda, but while they had 
placed the atmospheric apparatus under his control, they had had the 
engines made by Messrs Maudslay and Field, and no doubt from some 
misconception of the work they had to do, they had been found inef- 
ficient and had broken in several parts—in the crank axles aad in the 
connecting rods. The directors also thought they could effect an 
improvement by making the valves of wood instead of iron, in order 
to lighten them a few ounces, but, unfortunately, dirt and grease 
interfered with its operations, and they had consequently been un- 
able to pump the line efficiently. ‘They bad now, however, done 
what they no doubt ought to have done at first, put the whole matter 
in the hands of Mr Samuda, and called upon him to report to them 
what alterations would be necessary to put these engines in good 
working order. Although accidents of this nature had occurred, 
they confidently anticipated that the time was not far distant when 
all the advantages of the atmospheric system would be fully realised. 
With the atmospheric apparatus passengers could be carried at the 
rate of seventy miles an hour, without any increase of expense 
ov working. It had also been demonstrated that trains could be 
taken into and out of the tube in two minutes and it could be so 
arranged, if required, as to send a train every five minutes. ‘The 
report was adopted, the dividend declared, and Mr Whiskin, the 
retiring director, re-elected, after which the meeting separated. 
West Lonpon.—The proprietors held their usual half-yearly 
meeting on Wednesday, at the London tavern, The secretary (Mr 
Thompson) read the report. After stating the facts of the award

Bray, together with an agreement for leasing to the Waterford, 
Wexford, Wicklow, and Dublin railway, the Dublin and Kingstown, 
and transferring to them the intended extension to Bray ; Mr George 
Pym in the chair. Mr Bergin, the secretary, read the following ab- 
stract of the deed of agreement proposed to be entered into with the 
Waterford, Wexford, Wicklow, and Dublin railway company :— 
“That if the Waterford, Wexford, Wicklow, and Dublin company shall be incorpo- 
rated before the Ist January, 1848, the Dublin and Kingstown will lease to them the 
line from Dublin to Dalkey for thirty-five years, at a fixed annual rent of 34,000/, and 
a further rent for each year, equal to a moiety of the gross receipts of the railway over 
and above 55,0007. That, at the expiration of the lease, a renewal thereof shall be 
granted for a like period, the terms of such renewal to be settled (if necessary by arbi- 
tration) at least five years before the expiration of such lease. That if the Waterford,

FOREIGN RAILWAY NEWS. 
HOLLAND. 


(From our own Correspondent. ) 
The Hague, March 11th, 1846. 
In my former letters I have mentioned that after much hesitation 


the impetus for the construction of railways has been given in this | 


country. I gave you a list of all the railways of which the conces- 


sion had been sought from the government; I have now to furnish 


you with some fresh projects and additionel concessions. 
In the first place, I will advert to the concession granted to Messrs 


Brankers and Co., for a railway from Middelburg towards the froa- | 


tiers of Germany. It will be united to the port of Flushing by a 
canal constructed upon a scale sufficiently large that merchant 
ships of the largest tonnage can pass through it. From Middelburg 
the railway will be carried by South Beveland and North Brabant 
towards Venlo, Roermond and Maestricht, for the purpose of 
establishing a direct communication between the North Sea and the 
Rh ne. 

A Belgian paper has been disposed to depreciate this enterprise. 
In consequence of the existing anti-commercial legislation of Bel- 
gium, from which that government does not appear disposed to relax, 
notwithstanding the example which England has just given to the 
world, the railway from Middelburg must necessarily inflict serious 
injury to the port of Antwerp. ‘This our government and provincial 
authorities of Zealand have understood, and it is likewise so under- 
stood in Belgium ; it is from this understanding that support to the 
undertaking has been given on our side, and efforts are made on the 
part of Belgium to oppose it. Assuredly for us, and for the com- 
mercial interests in general, this railway will offer eminent advan- 
tages ; and it will be easily understood, when we take into considera- 
tion that the port of Flushing is accessible at all seasons, and that 
the line projected will have two, and probably three, vents towards 


Germany; one by Maestricht, another by Arnheim, by means of } 
the Nymegen line, the third by Venlo, by means of a railway, the | 


concession of which has been petitioned for from the Prussian govern- 
ment, which will go by Crefeld and Neuss towards Cologne. It will 
not be the less important for the internal commerce, since it will 
unite with all the railways in course of execution or projected in 
this kingdom. 

‘The second concession, recently granted, is that of a railway from 
Nymegen to Bois-le-duc. It is the link which joins the Rhenish 
railway to that of Zealand. This concession has been given to 
Messrs Van der Heyden and Co. ‘The enterprise is in itself very 
useful, we may add, indispensable; because it will unite two great 
arteries of our railway system, and we believe that it promises to be 
a profitable speculation, the population being very numerous in the 
districts of Maasland, Meuse and Waal, Over-Betuwe, and others 
which the line traverses. 

The new lines proposed are, one from Thiel to Dordt, and another 
in West Friesland. ‘These are not sufficiently advanced for us to 
speak confidently upon. 

I have nothing to say respecting the works upon the lines that 
have been conceded, except that generally complaints are made upon 
the slowness with which they are carried on; nevertheless they are 
tolerably active, at the present moment, on the line between the 
Hague and Rotterdam. 

A meeting of the proprietors of the Dutch railway company was 
held recently at Amsterdam. It appeared, from the report of the 
directors, that there have been carried, between Amsterdam and the 
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Hague (the only part open for traffic), in 1845, 626,316 passengers, 
| 5,762,931 lbs Dutch of goods, and that the receipts have amounted to 

643,985f1. The traffic and the amount of receipts in the preceding 
years have been as follows :—

The decrease in the number of passengers in the year 1845 arises 
principally from the third class passengers, their number being 
decreased by 19,132 from the preceding year; nevertheless it still 
presents a remarkable fact, that in the distribution of passengers in 
the three classes of carriages the proportion of travellers by the first 
and second classes remains considerably below what is observed in 
Belgium. 

The proportion in Belgium has been for the first class 12 per 
cent,, and for the second 28; whereas in Holland the proportion is, 
first class, 7.63, and second class, 19.46. 

The charges of working, in 1845, are 54 per cent. of the gross 
receipts. 

The dividend declared for the six months expired Ist March, has 
been 24 per cent. 





FRENCH RAILWAY INTELLIGENCE. 
(From our own Correspondent.) 


Paris, March 11.—Our market has been dull for the whole week, and the 
prices of all the securities are declining apace. The fall of your consols has 
given the signal for many sales upon our stocks and shares. The money, 
which had been very abundant during the first days of this month, has be- 
come suddenly very tight. The news from America had indeed given rise 
to some fears among our speculators, but nobody thinks that a war will 
ensue. It is probable that the public stocks would have recovered, after a 
temporary decline, had not many other motivessupported the ears in their 
attempts to crush down prices. The insurrection in Poland has affected all 
the securities. Besides our deputies have taken into consideration M. de Saint 
Priest's proposition for the conversion of our 5 per cents. A special com- 
mittee will be named in the bureaur to examine the proposition, and a re- 
port will be made to the house within a fortnight. The quotations of the 5 
per cents have been overwhelmed by that decision, though it doesnot imply 
the definitive adoption of the measure ; and, besides, the peers would reject 
it, if it were adopted by the other house. 

There was a general panic before yesterday in our market, and shares 
have chiefly given way. There is a general despondency among the specu- 
lators for the next account of March 15, and if the quotations are not bet- 
ter maintained, we might have a bear account. In fact, during the last 
account, all the bulls had kept their positions by means of continuations, so 
much so, that the prices of continuations had been very dear. If the bulls 
are obliged now to re-sell all their shares, we shall have a heavy account. 
We know that two speculators, for a rise, have been obliged to sell all their 
shares, because they were frightened by the turn of the market. 

The 5 per cents have fallen from the 4th of March 1fr 70e at 119fr 5¢ ex 
div., and the 3 per cents 70c at 83fr 85c. The Bank shares have fallen 55‘r 
at 3,385fr. 

The Northern shares maintained their prices from 795fc to 797fr 50¢ dur- 
ing the firet Bourse, but they have now declined to 775fr. There were 
many purchasers for next account upon that line, so that the prices are 
unsteady and look downwards. 

Orleans has fallen 25fr at 1,305fr; Rouen 40fr at 1,030fr; Marseilles 37fr 
| 50c at 980fr; Strasburg 11fr 25c at 541fr 25c; Nantes 10fr at 575fr. 

In spite of the statements made by the Minister of Public Works about 
the condition of the Rouen and Havre line, and the unsettled state of the 
market, the shares of that line have fallen but 12fr 50c at 742fr 50c. The 
speculators have abandoned this line, which is upheld by the company. 

Vierzon, after a rise from 750fr to 770fr, is now at 750fr; Boulogne has 

varied from 525‘r to 527fr 50c; Bordeaux has fallen 6fr 25¢ at 663fr 75c ; 

Versailles (R.B.) 40fr at 520fr; Versailles (L.B.) 10fr at 350fr ; St Germain’s 

40fr at 1,110fr for time. 

The opening of the Orleans and Bordeaux railway (1st section of Tours) is 
now positively fixed for March 23. It will be quickly fol'owed by the open- 
ing of the central line from Orleans to Vierzon, which will take place in June. 
We shall have besides, the Gpening of the first section of the Northern line, 
and of the little experimental railway of Secaux. 

The Orleans and Bordeaux railway company has signed a treaty with the 
administration of the Royal Messageries, for the conveyance of the coaches 
from Paris to Tours, per railway The annual receipt proceeding from that 
conveyance is rated at $212/. The public working will begin the next morn- 
ing after the opening of the line. There will be four down trains and four 
up trains per day during the summer. 

Though the statutes of the Paris and Lyons railway company have been 
approved for eleven days; the shares of that company are not yet admitted 
on the parquet; and they will be quoted officially, but after the delivery 
of the certificates, that is, towards the end of the month. The Lycns de- 
finitives have receded from 132f 50c premium to 122f 50c. 

It is said now that the adjudication of the Lyons and Avignon railway 
will take place on Friday, the 10th of April. 
in the field for that line. 

55 companies are at this moment engaged with a capital of forty mil- 
lions sterling for the tender of ]4 minor railways. 

The Northern company has commissioned an eminent engineer to make 
surveys for the Lille and Dunkirk railway, between Hazebrouck and Dun- 
kirk.
